EVENTING 
OFFERS NEW 
CAREERS FOR 
RETIRED RACE 
HORSES 

The United States Eventing 
Association (USEA) is offer¬ 
ing an exciting pilot program 
for horses retired from their 
racing careers who are sound 
and need a new performance 
venue. 

This season, Young Event 
Horse (YEH) classes will be 
open to 4 and 5-year-olds and 
will be held in conjunction with 
horse trials throughout the U.S. 
On the East Coast, there will 
be as many as four classes in 
Virginia, and one each in New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Maryland. These competi¬ 
tions are ideal for animals who 
may no longer be competitive 
at the track, but whose own¬ 
ers would like an alternative 
to hunt meets, steeplechasing 
and breeding. The competi¬ 
tions encourage participation 
from owners, breeders and rid¬ 
ers, and should be informal 
and entertaining. There are no 
membership requirements for 
participation. 

In YEH classes, 4 and 5- 
year-olds compete in separate 
divisions. Four sections of both 
divisions are completed on one 
day. Different judges rank each 
section, giving overall collective 
impressions and correlating 
points. Sections are weighted 
differendy, with jumping receiv¬ 
ing the most emphasis. Horses 
are not penalized for mistakes, 
but rather rewarded for dem¬ 
onstrating upper-level promise. 
The divisions include: 

I. Dressage: Horses per¬ 
form a simple test demonstrat¬ 
ing three gaits and a halt. 

II. Conformation and type: 
Horses are shown in hand at 


the walk and jog and stand for 
inspection by the judge. 

III. Jumping: Horses com¬ 
plete a course of six to eight 
jumps, combining show jump¬ 
ing fences and natural obsta¬ 
cles. Four-year-olds jump 241”, 
5-year-olds 3'3”. 

IV. Suitability and potential: 
Horses gallop to demonstrate 
speed, agility and stride. 

Whether an owner hopes 
to have a pleasure horse, show 
or field hunter, jumper, event 
horse or steeplechaser, the 
YEH series is an affordable 
way (less than $100) to evaluate 
or market a horse. Information 
about each horse appears in the 
program and will be announced 
over the loudspeaker. 

This fall there will be 
Eastern championships for 
4-year-olds and 5-year-olds at 
Morven Park in Leesburg, Va. 
The championships may be 
expanded to the West in years 
to come, and additional compe¬ 
titions for younger animals may 
be offered if interest warrants. 

Eventing can be great fun 
for horse, rider and spectator. 
I hope that some of you will 
come try out the YEH Series!

THE GREATEST 
JOCKEY WHO 
EVER LIVED 

Last year, Smarty Jones cap¬ 
tured the hearts and atten¬ 
tion of sports fans all over 
the country and almost sin¬ 
gle-handedly invigorated the 
sport of horse racing. Famous 
horses such as Smarty Jones 
and Seabiscuit receive much of 
the sport's accolades, but what 
about racing's often unheralded 
jockeys? 

In the 1920s and 1930s, 
famous jockeys were sports 


figures who would rival the 
fame of today's sports stars 
Shaquille O'Neill, Cal Ripken, 
or Brett Favre. Over the years, 
there have been literally tens 
of thousands of jockeys racing 
on America's turf, but only 10 
managed to capture the Triple 
Crown, racing's most highly- 
coveted prize. One of the most 
celebrated of these jockeys is 
Earl Sande, who won the sec¬ 
ond Triple Crown in 1930 on 
Gallant Fox. 

This year marks the the 75th 
anniversary of Sande's Triple 
Crown triumph, as well as his 
third Kentucky Derby and 
fifth Belmont Stakes victories. 
Historians and racing fans all 
over the country are remem¬ 
bering the brilliant career of 
Earl Sande. 

“Few jockeys were as good 
as Sande and certainly nobody 
was ever better,” says turf his¬ 
torian Tom Gilcoyne. 

After rising from the ranks 
of the leaky roof circuit, Sande 
became horse racing's top jock¬ 
ey in the 1920s. Sande ranked 
as the top-money winning jock¬ 
ey in 1921, 1923 and 1927. His 
winnings in 1923 set a record 
that stood for 20 years. His feat 
that year is even more impres¬ 
sive when you consider that 
Sande did not even participate 
in winter racing and thus rode 
hundreds of fewer races than 
did more recent jockeys. 

Sande's lifetime in-the- 
money ratio of 60.9 percent 
ranks at the top of all Hall of 
Fame jockeys. 

“In a time when America 
is short on heroes, Earl Sande 
stands for hard work, the pur¬ 
suit of excellence, and pure 
integrity,” says Richard J. 
Maturi, author of the recently 
published Triple Crown Winner: 
The Earl Sande Saga, the first and 
only book to recount Sande's 
story in detail. “Even though he 
was one of the country's big¬ 
gest sports heroes during the 
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Golden Age of Sports in the 
1920s, Earl never let his stature 
on the track interfere with his 
relationship with people. 

“Sande was the least likely 
person to become a famous 
jockey,” Maturi adds. “He was 
so tall the other jockeys called 
him Tongback.' His riding style 
also stood out from the field. 
While other jockeys routinely 
used the whip to get the most 
of their mount, Sande used it 
sparingly and sang Italian opera 
to his horses,” Maturi says. 

Not only did Sande ride 
many famous horses, he also 
won races on many longshots 
that were considered medio¬ 
cre. Sande won significant races 
with as many as 92 different 
horses. “It really didn't mat¬ 
ter what horse he was riding,” 
Maturi says. “The fans put their 
money on Sande.” 

In 1924, Sande suffered 
a severe injury and was told 
that he would never ride again. 
Tragedy struck again in 1927 
when his young wife passed 
away. “Despite these tremen¬ 
dous obstacles, Sande never 
gave up,” Maturi says. “Through 
sheer determination and will¬ 
power, he overcame both of 
these tragedies.” 

On February 17, the South 
Dakota state legislature issued a 
commemoration of Sande and 
the release of Maturi's book. 
The Idaho legislature issued a 
proclamation honoring Sande 
and the book on March 18. 

Based on Maturi's biogra¬ 
phy, a movie about the life of 
Earl Sande is currently in the 
works. “No sports hero ever 
had more panache than Sande, 
but this great adventure tale is 
no longshot,” says Ed Hotaling, 
author of numerous horse rac¬ 
ing books. “Sande's story will 
make a stupendous film.”

MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


SOUTH CAROLINA 
RESIDENCY RACES 
DRAW STRONG 
SUPPORT 


E arly response has exceed¬ 
ed expectations for South 
Carolina’s two 2-year-old 
stakes to be run November 5 
at Philadelphia Park. 

A total of 182 nominations 
were received by the early¬ 
bird deadline of January 15, 
reported Lee Christian, pres¬ 
ident of the South Carolina 
Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association, which 
is organizing the new South 
Carolina Residency Races. 

“The heart of the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry in South 
Carolina is in the training cen¬ 


ters,” noted Christian. “And 
these races [a division for colts 
and geldings, and another for 
fillies] are designed to highlight 
the fine job they do.” 

To be eligible for one of 
the South Carolina Residency 
Races, a 2-year-old must have 
spent at least 90 days in South 
Carolina by June 30, and been 
made eligible by a nomination 
fee. The races will be $40,000- 
guaranteed, at six and a half 
furlongs. 

“The regular nomination 
deadline is June 30—so there 


is still time to get in,” said 
Christian. 

Virtually all of South Caro¬ 
lina’s leading horsemen have 
thrown their support behind 
die program, including Kip 
Elser, whose clients contributed 
80 nominees. 

“I called everyone who had 
horses with us, and encouraged 
them to participate,” said Elser. 
“This is a great opportunity to 
showcase breaking and training 
in the state.” 

Said Dogwood Stable presi¬ 
dent Cot Campbell: “At a time 
when there are restricted races 
for many different state-breds 
and other categories, it is great 
that there will be this South 
Carolina race. It is frustrating 
for horsemen in a state yearn¬ 
ing in vain for the legaliza¬ 
tion of parimutuel wagering. 
Development of this sort is at 
least a psychological boost, and 
the money involved makes it 
a race worth pointing for and 
winning.” 


Jane Dunn, whose Holly 
Hill Training Center deals with 
several major Kentucky clients, 
believes exceptionally strong 
fields are possible for die races. 
“I’ve had very strong response 
from owners,” she said. 

Donna Freyer, of Custom 
Care Equine in Camden, S.C., 
and a vice-president of the 
SCTOBA, envisions expanding 
the program with races for 3- 
year-olds, and turf runners. “I 
can see it growing into an event 
like Maryland Million Day,” she 
said. 

It’s a vision that Philadelphia 
Park racing secretary Sal Sinatra 
easily espouses: “With slots, we 
plan to upgrade our racing a 
lot,” he said. “We had 60 to 80 
South Carolina-trained horses 
based with us last year, so these 
races were a natural. Still, we 
were astounded by the number 
of nominees.”

BREEDERS’ CUP REMAINS ON TRACK FOR 
2007 RUNNING AT MONMOUTH PARK 


A cting Governor Richard 
Codey helped craft a 
compromise that will 
keep the 2007 Breeders’ Cup 
at Monmouth Park and spare 
New Jersey the embarrass¬ 
ment of losing the champion¬ 
ship day. 

It was a close call. 

A long-simmering dispute 
between the New Jersey Racing 
Commission and the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association threatened 
to scuttle the biggest day of 
racing in the Garden State. 

The commission and the 
NJTHA have long been at odds 
over money for backstretch 


benevolence programs and 
political lobbying. The com¬ 
mission wanted the NJTHA’s 
nine-member executive board 
to step down and be barred 
from reelection. 

The fight wound up in 
court where it was proceeding 
toward resolution. 

The legal wheels grind slow¬ 
ly, a situation unacceptable to 
the Breeders’ Cup, which set 
an April 9 deadline. 

Codey prevailed on both 
sides to compromise and craft 
a settlement agreement on 
March 31. 

“Gov. Codey interceded 
and was able to persuade the 


parties to resolve their differ¬ 
ences,” said the NJTHA’s attor¬ 
ney Dennis Drazin. ‘Without 
his help, the case would not 
have been resolved.” 

The compromise satisfied 
the Breeders’ Cup. 

“Following discussions 
with [Breeders’ Cup president] 
D.G. Van Clief, Gov. Codey 
and members of the horse¬ 
men’s association and the state 
racing commission, we feel 
confident we can proceed 
toward a contract with the 
NJSEA to conduct the 2007 
Breeders’ Cup at Monmouth 
Park,” said Breeders’ Cup 
spokesman Jim Glucks on. 


Under terms of the court- 
approved settlement, which 
found no fault with either 
side, the NJTHA will retain 
$250,000 a year for lobbying 
efforts and the three NJTHA 
board members who wanted 
to stand for reelection—train¬ 
ers John Forbes, Bill Anderson 
and Frank Generazio—may 
do so. 

The NJTHA general mem¬ 
bership will meet to nominate 
candidates on June 10, with 
ballots going in the mail on 
July 15. The new board will be 
installed after the ballots are 
counted on August 29.

FRAN’S VALENTINE: 

AN ALL-AROUND STAR 



F ran’s Valentine achieved 
the sublime on the race 
track and in the brood¬ 
mare barn. 

A foal of 1982, she ranked 
among the top distaffers in 
the country every season she 
raced, from ages 2 to 5. Her 
victories included three Grade 
1 races—the Kentucky Oaks, 
Hollywood Oaks and Santa 
Susana Stakes. She crossed 
the wire first in the inaugural 
running of the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Fillies Stakes-Gl, 
after starting at odds of 75-1, 
but was disqualified in favor of 
Outstandingly. In 1986, Fran’s 
Valentine finished second 
to Horse of the Year Lady’s 
Secret in the Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl. From 34 career 
starts, she registered a total 
of 20 stakes wins or placings, 
and retired with earnings of 
$1,375,465. 

But in some ways that was 
just a prologue for the mare 
bred and raced by Californian 
Earl Scheib. 

After Pennsylvania breed¬ 
er/ owner George Strawbridge 
Jr. purchased her privately in 
1992, Fran’s Valentine (Saros- 
GB—Iza Valentine, by Bicker) 
produced three graded/group 
performers in a row, culminat¬ 
ing in $2,660,543-earner With 
Anticipation. 

A leading turf performer 
in 2001 and 2002, With Antici¬ 
pation (1995, Relaunch) cap¬ 
tured back-to-back runnings 
of the Sword Dancer Invita¬ 
tional Handicap and Man o’ 


War Stakes (both Grade 1) in 
those years. He also set a new 
course record in winning the 
2002 United Nations Handi- 
cap-Gl and finished second 
in that season’s Breeders’ Cup 
Turf-Gl. With Anticipation, 
who campaigned throughout 
his career for Strawbridge, is 
fourth on the list of Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s all-time money-win¬ 
ners. 

Fran’s Valentine’s other 
stakes stars were With Fascin¬ 
ation (1993, Dayjur, Prix de 
Cabourg-G3,2nd Prix Morny- 
G1, Prix de la Salamandre-Gl) 
and With Fire (1994, Gulch, 
3rd Prix La Force-G3). 

Fran’s Valentine produced 
her final foal, an Honour and 
Glory colt named With 
Honour, in 2003, and now is a 
pensioner at Bettina Jenney’s 
Derry Meeting Farm in Coch- 
ranville, Pa., where Strawbridge 
has boarded her all along. 

She shares a pasture with 
three other broodmares and 
the retired Hackney carriage 
horse Bud Lite. 

“She’s a pretty mare who 
tikes to stay by herself, but 
wants to know where the 
other mares are,” said farm 
m anager B obby Goodyear. 
“At her age (23), she still has 
plenty of spunk, but is easy 
to work with. She always had 
the most attractive yearlings 
at Derry Meeting. Like the 
other pensioned mares, Fran’s 
Valentine enjoys the attention, 
and carrots, that the farm crew 
gives to her.”

IN MEMORIAM 


RANDY DEWITT 

Randy DeWitt, an accomplished 
showman, trainer, breeder and 
jockey based in Virginia, died 
March 22. He was 48. 

Beginning in 1978, Mr. 
DeWitt worked with and for 
some of the most notable 
horsemen of his era. He was 
a familiar presence at steeple¬ 
chases and in the hunt field. 

NICK JEMAS 

Nick Jem as, a former jockey 
and executive director of the 
Jockeys’ Guild, died April 14 
at age 86. 

Mr. Jem as won about 800 
races during his 20-year riding 
career that began in 1940. High¬ 
lights included a victory aboard 
Twilight Tear in the 1943 
Arlington Lassie. He also rode 
champion Stymie, and won the 
first race at the new Monmouth 
Park race track in 1946. 

After his riding career, Mr. 
Jemas was named Eastern 
manager of the Jockeys’ Guild 
and was promoted to executive 
director in 1967, a post he held 
until his retirement in 1986. 

As executive director, Mr. 
Jemas waged a state-by-state bat¬ 
tle to raise jockey mount fees. 

His son, James, is vice- 
president of finance for the 
New Jersey Sports and Exposi¬ 
tion Authority, which owns 
Monmouth Park and the 
Meadowlands. 

DR. DONALD 
MEREDITH 

Dr. Donald Gibson Meredith, a 
Maryland native who served as 
editor of the Horsemen’s Journal 
and publicity director of Laurel 
race course in the 1970s, died 
unexpectedly on April 12 in 
Boca Raton, Fla. He was 59. 

A son of longtime Maryland 
owner/breeders Dr. G.G. and 
Jayne Meredith, Dr. Meredith 
grew up on his family’s Merry 
Acres Farm in Kingsville, Md. 
His father, now retired, was an 
equine veterinary practitioner. 


After his career in publica¬ 
tions, Don Meredith managed 
the family farm for four years, 
and rode in steeplechase events. 
He was in his mid-30s when 
he decided to become a vet¬ 
erinarian. He graduated from 
the University of Delaware in 
1982, and earned a degree from 
the University of Pennsylvania 
School of Veterinary Medicine 
in 1987, then moved to Florida 
where he established a small 
animal practice. 

“He told me he had watched 
me get kicked in the teeth too 
many times,” said the elder Dr. 
Meredith. “He said, ‘I’m going 
to the dogs.’ ” 

BEALE MORRIS 



Beale Wright Morris, 34, an 
international three-day event 
rider and wife of steeplechase 
trainer Neil Morris, died March 
23. 

Mrs. Morris completed the 
Fair Hill International, Rolex 
Kentucky and Burghley four- 
star CCIs aboard her horse 
Pathfinder, and was third in 
the 1998 Rolex Kentucky (then 
a three-star). She was short¬ 
listed for the 2000 Olympics 
in Sydney, Australia. She was 
also a foxhunter, instructor and 
mentor to young equestrians. 

Mrs. Morris was the daugh¬ 
ter of longtime Maryland 
breeder/owners Dr. William H. 
and Lana duPont Wright and 
granddaughter of legendary 
horsewoman Allaire duPont. 


FREDERICK LEGE 



Frederick (Fred) M. Lege III, 
a breeder/owner in Virginia, 
died March 23, at age 87. 

Lege, a graduate of the 
University of Virginia, had a 
23-year career with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
specializing in developing for¬ 
eign markets for U.S. livestock. 
During this time, he traveled 
extensively, touching many lives 
and making friends worldwide. 
He spent time serving as agri¬ 
cultural attache in Argentina 
and Australia. 

Upon retirement, he started 
a small Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing farm in Middleburg, Va., 
and found notable success, 
producing several stakes win¬ 
ners, including graded winner 
Matthew T. Parker and Musical 
Bride. 

MYER PRUCE 

Myer I. Pruce, a former owner 
in Maryland and docker for 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2- 
year-olds in training sales, died 
March 10. He was 90. 

Mr. Pruce and his brother, 
owner/trainer Ellis Y. Pruce, 
were born in Maryland of 
parents who immigrated from 
Latvia not long before their 
birth. 

Myer Pruce had a 43-year 
career as an expediter for Black 
and Decker, and began work¬ 
ing at the auction sales about 


10 years ago. He also had a 
six-month stint as a docker at 
Pimlico in the late 1990s. 

JAN SALTER 

Jan Salter, a longtime Maryland 
horsewoman, died January 26. 
She was 66. 

Mrs. Salter assisted her late 
husband Jack Salter in the train¬ 
ing of their horses in the 1960s, 
while also ponying horses on 
the track in the afternoons. 
From 1979 to ’86, she served 
as manager of Charles Fenwick 
Sr.’s Belmont Farm in Glyndon, 
Md. 

Also an accomplished show 
rider, Mrs. Salter managed sev¬ 
eral show horse farms in Vir¬ 
ginia from 1986 to ’97. 

Survivors include her son 
Stan Salter, producer of Mary¬ 
land Horse Radio. 

GEORGE 

STIDHAM 

George Stidham, 78, a former 
jockey and trainer, died April 1. 

A native of Pennsylvania, 
Mr. Stidham rode at tracks 
throughout the East Coast in 
the 1950s and ’60s. At Charles 
Town, he became friends with a 
young apprentice, Bill Hartack, 
and later served as the future 
Hall of Famer’s business man¬ 
ager and part-time agent. 

Mr. Stidham was deeply 
involved with the Jockeys’ 
Association, which was formed 
as an alternative to the Jockeys’ 
Guild. 

In the 1970s, he developed 
a training operation in south 
Florida. 

Two of his children have 
made careers in racing: Mike 
Stidham as a trainer, and Steve 
Stidham as a former race track 
photographer. 

GARNET TR0YER 

Garnet (Buddy) Troyer, a train¬ 
er at Sagamore Farm during 
the halcyon days of Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt, died April 1. He 
was 70. 
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Mr. Troyer grew up on the 
grounds of the Green Spring 
Hunt Club, where his father 
tended the hounds. After serv¬ 
ing in the Air Force, he man¬ 
aged the breeding operation 
of Buder, Md., horsewoman 
Elizabeth Nichols and worked 
for Hall of Fame trainer Henry 
S. Clark and Harry A. Love. 

At Sagamore, Mr. Troyer 
earned widespread acclaim for 
his riding skills. He broke many 
yearlings, and was routinely 
astride Native Dancer for the 
stallion’s exercise program. 

After Sagamore was sold 
in 1986, Mr. Troyer went on 
to train in Florida, California 
and Washington state. He and 
his wife, the former Sagamore 
employee Joanne Klein Troyer, 
then setded in Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Troyer maintained a stable 
at Penn National until a month 
before his death.

Magna, Gill 
send wrong 
message 


M ike Gill and Magna Entertainment Corp. 
have a lot in common. Both of them 
have made huge investments in the 
racing business, and both see themselves as run 
aground by “politics.” 

Magna, thwarted by the failure of slots 
legislation in Maryland for the third straight year, 
has declared that no more money will be spent on 
improvements at Pimlico and Laurel until some 
form of expanded revenue becomes available. 

Gill, whose figures for number of wins dwarfs 
that of every other owner in the country, has 
announced plans to sell all of his horses, in 
protest over his perceived treatment by what he 
describes as racing’s power elite. 

Are they bluffing? It’s too soon to tell. But, if 
they are, it’s a misguided effort. 

Maryland’s state leaders will not be bullied into 
swift passage of slots based on the financial woes 
of a company that has been widely noted for its 
uncontrolled spending. 

And Gill’s resignation letter is unlikely to 
resolve his stall situation or keep state testing labs 
from calling medication positives when warranted. 

These two giants need to look into their 
own business operations, figure out where 
improvements can be made, and make them. 
Placing the blame on outside forces weakens their 
credibility, and reflects poorly on the industry. ^

Edward P. Evans ranks among the nation’s 
leading breeders, with numerous top 
performers in residence at his 3,000-acre 
establishment in Casanova, Va.

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C asanova, Va., is no more 
than a crossroads, a tiny 
country cousin to the 
nearby town of Warrenton. But 
it is a destination well-known 
to legions of long-distance 
horse van drivers who carry 
precious cargo back and forth 
to Edward P. (Ned) Evans’s 
Spring Hill Farm. 

A low-key presence in the 
Virginia countryside (“I doubt 
if a lot of our neighbors know 
what we do back here,” said 
farm manager Chris Baker), 
Spring Hill is a power-player 




in the world of Thoroughbred 
racing—producing the earn¬ 
ers of $4,775,260 in 2004, and 
making Evans 10th on last 
year’s list of North American 
breeders. 

Evans has ranked among the 
top 10 breeders in the country 
for the past five seasons. 

Venture onto the grounds 
of Spring Hill, and you enter a 
place where quality and quan¬ 
tity are not an either/or propo¬ 
sition, and the possibility of 
greatness lurks at every turn. 


Evans, 63, has spent most 
of his adult life assembling this 
treasure trove of horseflesh 
and the 3,000 acres that sur¬ 
round them. And still it is a 
work in progress. 

What is Evans’s greatest 
achievement in horse racing? 
He pondered the question, 
and grinned slighdy before 
responding: “I hope that’s still 
to come.” 

Evans has bred 72 stakes 
winners—a lineup that spans 
decades and includes 1986 Irish 
juvenile champion Minstrella,

Spring Hill mares are 
grouped into “A,” “B” and “C” 
lists—with the “A”s includ¬ 
ing a roster of 35 familiar 
names, including Minstrella, 
Raging Fever and millionaire 
Lite Light, purchased at last 
year’s Keeneland November 
sale for $675,000, in foal to 
Vindication. (A complete list of 
“A” mares appears below.) 

Spring Hill’s mares are 
mostly on the young side, but 
many have pedigrees tracing 
back generations at Spring Hill. 


The families of Evans’s five 
foundation mares, responsible 
for much of the farm’s success, 
are shown in charts starting on 
page 24. 

The whittling-down pro¬ 
cess—involving constant deci¬ 
sions as to who to keep and 
who to sell—is a testament to 
Evans’s horse savvy, as Baker 
explains it. 

4 A lot of people starting out 
in the business say they’d like 
to have a band of 30 to 40 top 
broodmares,” said Baker. “You 
have to have as many as we do, 
in order to have 30 top mares. 
Mr. Evans would like to have 
30 top mares, and keeping 90 
is how he’s doing it. And this 
is done without paying top dol¬ 
lar; a lot of the bloodlines are 
developed from within.” 

Turnover within the brood¬ 
mare band is ongoing.

15 percent of the mares a year 
and add 15 percent through 
homebred fillies retiring from 
the race track,” said Evans. 

Baker elaborated: “There is 
no specific agenda, purchase- 
wise. But it’s not whimsical, 
either. If Mr. Evans sees a 
horse he likes, he will look into 
it; if there’s good value, he may 
buy [the horse].” 

Evans determines all of 
the matings himself. “He really 
focuses on it, and spends a lot 
of time on it,” Baker explained. 
“He will consult with me on the 
physical aspects. We go togeth¬ 
er to visit stallions in Kentucky, 
and the physical aspects are very 
important. We try to breed the 
mare to a horse who suits her 
best, who complements her. 
We don’t want to overbreed, or 
underbreed, a mare.”

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Nearly all of Spring Hill’s foals are delivered at home, in the 32-stall broodmare bam built three years ago. Mares are brought to the barn 30 days 
before their due date, and kept under 24-hour surveillance. State-of-the-art amenities include four specially equipped, 16 by 16-foot foaling stalls. 


Evans owns major interests 
in homebred stallions Cabs At 
Home (Tabasco Cat), Roaring 
Fever (Storm Cat), Seeking 
Daylight (Seeking the Gold), 
Silver Ghost (Mr. Prospector) 
and Stormin Fever (Storm Cat), 
plus Pleasant Tap (Pleasant 
Colony, bred by his father), and 
shares in such others as Aldeb- 
aran, Belong to Me, Lemon 
Drop Kid, Pleasantly Perfect 
and Smart Strike. But he fre¬ 
quently purchases seasons in 
other stallions. 

Spring Hill mares rou¬ 
tinely travel to Kentucky for 
breeding, but almost all of the 
foals are born at home—and 
thus are Virginia-breds. That 
was not always die case in the 
past, when some but not all of 
Evans’s performers were born 
at Spring Hill. 

‘When I came here the vast 
majority were being foaled in 
Kentucky,” said Baker, who will 
celebrate his fifth anniversary 
as Spring Hill’s manager this 
fall. “Since then we’ve built a 
new 32-stall foaling barn, and 
fenced an additional 200 acres. 
This is the third year in a row 
we’ve foaled more than 60 
mares in Virginia. Of 64 mares 


foaling for us this year, 63 are 
in Virginia.” 

Baker believes delivering 
foals on their home farm 
enables Spring Hill to raise a 
healthier individual. “They’re 
on their own ground, in their 
own environment. And it’s 
been proven that the land 
around here is a great place to 
raise horses,” he said. 

While racing homebreds is 
Evans’s pride and joy, com¬ 
mercial breeding is also a big 
part of the Spring Hill opera¬ 
tion. A Storm Cat filly out of 
Spring Hill’s mare Successfully 
(Affirmed—La Confidence, by 
Nijinsky II) sold for $1 mil¬ 
lion at the 2003 Keeneland 
September sale. 

“We sell about half of the 
foals born here each year, and 
keep half” said Baker. “It’s not 
a culling process—we’ve sold 
some great prospects. Some are 
sold to offset the cost of stud 
fees, or they may not fit with 
the racing program. Mr. Evans 
makes the decisions from a 
business standpoint.” 

Spring Hill’s primary mar¬ 
ket is the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale. “It’s the ‘now’ 
sale,” said Evans. “Because of 
the demographics of horses 


and buyers, any horse will sell 
well there.” 

The farm also sends year¬ 
lings to Saratoga, Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky and the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall sale. 

Horses who do not meet 
their reserve as yearlings, or 
give indications that they would 
sell better as 2-year-olds, are 
aimed for Keeneland April, 
Fasig-Tipton C alder or the May 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year- 
olds in training sales. 

Young horses destined for 
Evans’s racing stable go to Ron 
Stevens in Aiken, S.C., for their 
early education. Stevens has 
handled the Spring Hill contin¬ 
gent for about 10 years, and is 
an integral part of the program, 
Baker explained. 

Mark Hennig trains all of 
Evans’s horses in the U.S.—a 
string that currently numbers 
about 70, including 2-year- 
olds. British-based trainer John 
Gosden has two Evans runners. 

By the time they leave Spring 
Hill, however, young horses 
have honed their muscles on 
their home turf—rolling hills 
and huge pastures being one of 
die farm’s most distinguishing 
features. 


LAND—AND 
LOTS OF IT 

Evans may have inherited 
his love of racing from his 
father, the late Thomas Mellon 
Evans, whose famed Buckland 
Farm—birthplace of 1981 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner Pleasant Colony—was 
located less than 10 miles down 
the road from Spring Hill. 

But Ned Evans created 
Spring Hill all on his own. 
“I was attracted to the land, 
and the fact that it is close to 
Washington, D.C.,” said Evans. 
“Of course I knew about this 
area because of Buckland, not 
that I spent much time at Buck- 
land.” 

He bought the 600 acres 
that was to become the core of 
the property in 1969, while fin¬ 
ishing up his master’s in busi¬ 
ness administration at Harvard 
(his undergraduate degree in 
economics is from Yale). 

From there, Evans setded 
into a routine that has varied 
only slighdy over the years. He 
spends part of his week pursu¬ 
ing business interests in New 
York City—one of his most 
prominent roles was as chair- 
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Farm manager Chris Baker oversees all aspects of the farm operation. Homebred 
2-year-old A. P. Perfect (A.P. Indy—Perfect Probe) returned for extra growing time. 


man and chief executive officer 
of Macmillan Inc., a post he 
left about 15 years ago. Then 
he heads to Spring Hill for a 
stay of several days. 

“Ifs a great place to come 
to,” Evans said. “Eve had a lot 
of fun with it, over 30 years. 
IVe had the city and country— 
and I guess you could say Eve 
bypassed die suburbs.” 

Like some other large horse 
farms in Virginia, Spring Hill 
is actually made up of several 
properties, segments still called 
by their original names—Long- 
wood, Spring Hill, Ingleside, 
Page Meadows, Henderson and 
Melrose Castle (Evans bought 
the land, but not the castle, 
which was built in the 1840s 
and served as a way station for 
Union troops in the battle of 
Manassas). 

“As the land became avail¬ 
able, I bought it,” explained 
Evans, who added the last par¬ 
cel in 1991. The farm is now 
“big enough,” in Evans's words: 
“Not that I wouldn’t buy some¬ 
thing if it came up for sale.” 

Many of the Spring Hill 
properties are tied to Civil War, 
or colonial-era, history. Evans’s 
home is believed to have served 
as a magistrate’s court house 
in the 1700s, and the main 
house at Longwood is said to 
be inhabited by a Civil War 
ghost. But it is the modern-day 


amenities that stand out during 
a tour of the property. 

IMPROVING ON 
NATURE 

Nine barns, each painted 
white with cedar green roof 
and trim, are situated through¬ 
out the sprawling farmland 
available at Spring Hill. More 
than 40 miles of white painted 
four-board fence enclose about 
800 acres of pasture. 

The large fields allow horses 
plenty of room to move about 
and live as a herd, as well as 
helping with parasite control, 
noted Baker. 

The broodmare barn, as 
might be expected, is state- 
of-the-art, with clerestory win¬ 
dows allowing for maximum 
natural light, and a soaring ceil¬ 
ing that provides the ultimate 
in ventilation. Four 16 by 16- 
foot foaling stalls are equipped 
with infrared heating, a trolley 
and hoist, and walls padded 
with special material made of 
rubber and fiberglass. 

Also enhancing the Spring 
Hill property are 23 houses 
(most used by staff, and four 
rental properties), eight run-in 
sheds and 10 hay sheds. 

The farm makes its own hay 
(supplemented by commercial 
suppliers in varying amounts), 
and also raises bedding. 


Cattle is a secondary, though 
thriving, business—also graz¬ 
ing the land are a herd of 100 
commercial Black Angus and a 
small herd of registered Belted 
Galloways. 

With the remainder of 
the vast acreage in woodland, 
Spring Hill also takes on some 
of the qualities of a nature 
preserve. Gracing the land are 
seven large ponds, stocked 
with bass, bluegill and catfish. 
Three large streams (known as 
runs)—Gupton’s Run, Turkey 
Run and Cedar Run—make 
their way through the property. 

CARE AND 
HANDLING 

Overseeing the entire 
operation is Chris Baker, 42, 
a Maryland native who has a 


background befitting his cur¬ 
rent role. 

Baker’s education in the 
horse business began at an 
early age through his father, 
Raymond N. Baker, who main¬ 
tains a small breeding farm in 
Calvert County but is a patent 
lawyer by profession. 

A graduate of the University 
of Maryland, Baker gained 
extensive experience in the 
breeding division at Lane’s End 
in Kentucky, and worked for 
several top trainers, includ¬ 
ing Richard Mandella, Neil 
Howard, Neil Drysdale and 
Doug Peterson, before estab¬ 
lishing a public training stable 
in Kentucky from 1997 to ’99. 

He was employed at Vinery 
in the fall of 2000, when friends 
alerted him to the job opening 
at Spring Hill. “It seemed like a

great opportunity,” said Baker. 
“And it has been. In addition to 
the physical improvements Mr. 
Evans has made, the farm itself 
has such charm that it grows 
on you. I don't want to say this 
sentimentally, but the beauty 
of the land itself goes beyond 
what's here.” 

He and his wife, Diana, who 
is an equine therapist, met at 
the 1996 Breeders' Cup at 
Woodbine. They have a 5-year- 
old daughter, Emma Kate. 

Structure and organization 
are key to Spring Hill's suc¬ 
cess. “We'd never be able to 
achieve anything like this with¬ 
out our dedicated staff,” said 
Baker. Main assistants include 
broodmare manager Kenny 
Edwards, broodmare foreman 
Tippy Grimsley, yearling man¬ 
ager Willie Brogan, grounds 
manager Kevin Byich, mainte¬ 


nance foreman Jesse Adams, 
and office administrators 
Shannon Aukema and Carol 
Goshorn. The staff swells to 
around 40 in the summer, with 
a solid core of about 30 work¬ 
ers year-round. 

Dr. Calvin Rofe of Mayo 
and Rofe in Middleburg, and 
the Old Waterloo Equine Clinic 
in Warrenton, serve as farm 
veterinarians. 

Spring Hill's feeding pro¬ 
gram is conducted in consul¬ 
tation with Dr. Steve Jackson 
of Kentucky-based Blue Grass 
Equine Nutrition. 

Jackson visits the farm quar¬ 
terly, as Baker explained it, and 
inspects every horse for condi¬ 
tion. “He formulates a ration 
for each horse type, and incor¬ 
porates pasture and hay analy¬ 
ses into his formulations,” said 
Baker. 


“The new land [fenced near 
the new broodmare barn after 
Baker's arrival ] was cropland— 
which enabled us to plant blue 
grass and orchard grass. 

“The main farm was his¬ 
torically dominated by fescue, 
and in the mid-1990s we had a 
serious fescue toxicity problem. 
Through intense management 
we have been able to dilute the 
fescue,” Baker continued. 

Broodmares are moved 
closer to the broodmare barn 
on fescue-free pastures after 
weaning and remain in groups 
according to foaling dates 
through foaling. 

Height and weight of each 
young horse are measured on 
a monthly basis, from birth 
until departure from the farm, 
explained Baker. “It's a great 
tool for us,” he said. “You 
might look at a foal and think 
he's on the small side, based on 
the others he’s turned out with. 
Then you look at the records, 
and see that he's right where 
he's meant to be, based on his 
age and development.” 

For farrier care, Spring Hill 
relies on the father/son team 
of Eddie and David Watson 
for foals, weanlings and year¬ 
lings; Russ Hite cares for the 
broodmares. 


“You can't pay too much 
attention to the quality of the 
hoof. That's what enables a 
young horse to develop,” said 
Baker. <c We try to make them 
athletes every step of the way.” 

Foals and weanlings are 
trimmed every three weeks. 
‘We try not to overdo trim¬ 
ming,” Baker explained. “The 
goal is to keep the foot bal¬ 
anced—a good, solid sound 
foot. We're aware of the aes¬ 
thetics, but not enslaved to 
them” 

The entire yearling crop is x- 
rayed in February or March by 
Dr. Spike Pierce of Kentucky- 
based Rood and Riddle Equine 
Clinic. ‘We address any devel¬ 
opmental problems that show 
up—OCDs (osteochondri¬ 
tis), chips or other orthope¬ 
dic issues,” Baker continued. 
“And we pursue any sort of 
surgery that Dr. Pierce and 
Dr. [Larry] Bramlage recom¬ 
mend.” 

Still the most important 
member of the Spring Hill 
crew is Edward P. Evans him¬ 
self, said Baker: ‘We all have 
specific roles, but it starts with 
Mr. Evans, and the vital role he 
plays. He's the only one who 
can't be replaced.” 0 
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INSURANCE 
HOW 
MUCH IS 
ENOUGH? 

Coverage needs to be 
tailored to your business, 
whether it’s breeding, 
sales, training or all three

D oes your horse operation 
have enough insurance? 
“If you’re asking that 
question, you’re not properly 
insured,” said Michael Pons, 
business manager of family- 
owned Country Life Farm in 
Bel Air, Md. “[Horses] spend 
24 hours a day trying to kill 
themselves, and all we can do is 
slow it down. . . accidents hap¬ 
pen just by having horses.” 

And having a race horse 
or breeding a mare or two, no 
matter how small an operation, 
is a business, which raises con¬ 
siderable liability issues. 

Richard Hoffberger, presi¬ 
dent of the Hoffberger Insur¬ 
ance Group, explained that lia¬ 
bility is built into homeowner’s 
policies—“but that’s not a busi¬ 
ness. Once you own a race 
horse or a breeding horse, that’s 
considered a business.” 

Coverage needs to be tai¬ 
lored to your business, whether 
it’s breeding, sales, training or 
all three. 

Michael Nyhus, of The 
Nyhus Agency, said that often 
a basic farm policy is simply 
not enough. Instead, he recom¬ 
mends a commercial general 
liability (CGL) policy, which 
can be customized to the risks 
involved in a particular horse 
operation. 

“You don’t just blanket and 
say everything is covered,” 
Nyhus said. “We put together a 
CGL and you pay only for the 
risk you have. If you breed but 
don’t board, you don’t have to 
pay for the boarding risk.” 

Liability insurance covers 
anything that you would be 
liable for in the event of a claim 
or lawsuit. 

A basic farm policy includes 
standard liability insurance, 
personal liability insurance 
and standard property cover¬ 
age. But here’s the hitch—it 
can exclude large animals, par¬ 
ticularly equines, because they 
are considered a commercial 
business. If you’re boarding a 
horse and he injures someone 
else, you’re liable because the 
horse is on your property. But 
you may not be covered with a 
standard farm policy, because 
your boarding operation is con¬ 


sidered a commercial venture 
rather than a farming opera¬ 
tion. 

The CGL is geared toward 
commercial exposure, and 
includes liability for mishaps 
involving horses. It’s a horse 
general liability policy. 

But adequate coverage still 
can be problematic because the 
horse is often not in the care 
of his owner. A horse may be 
under a trainer’s care at the 
race track, or a farm worker 
might haul a mare to be bred 
on another farm. 

Nyhus said that’s why tailor¬ 
ing your policy to your business 
is so important—because then 
you can address what is known 
in the insurance industry as 
care, custody and control. Care, 
custody and control covers the 
horse himself, no matter who is 
working with him. If a trainer 
is transporting a horse to a race, 
and something happens to that 
horse or to anyone around him, 
it’s covered. 

Transporting a horse to the 
track would not be covered 
under a basic farm policy, a 
costly omission if an accident 
should happen en route, but it 
would be covered with a care, 
custody and control policy tai¬ 
lored for a trainer who ships 
horses. Such a policy covers 
horses in addition to those 
whom you actually own. I 

That layer of coverage can 
be added to both farm policies 
and CGL policies. 

Covering possible liability 
issues helps protect owners and 
trainers, who may be vulner¬ 
able to a lawsuit without it. 

Hoffberger recalled a horse 
he once owned who, when the 
groom removed his bridle after 
a race at Laurel Park, bolted 
from the paddock before the 
groom could halter him. 

“Naked as a jay bird he 
bolts out of there at 25 mph,” 
Hoffberger said. “It’s after the 
race, and people are walking 
there—fortunately he didn’t hit 
anyone.” That, he said, is a 
perfect example of why liability 
insurance is needed. “The few 
hundred dollars for liability is 
worth it. In the last few years 
I’ve sold more liability poli- 
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cies. People are becoming more 
aware of it.” 

In fact, some states and 
tracks require liability insur¬ 
ance, along with workers’ com¬ 
pensation. 

Maryland trainer Dale 
Capuano said he carries liability 
insurance “in case a horse gets 
loose, runs into the grandstand 
and hurts someone.” 

But liability insurance, which 
costs roughly $150 a horse and 
up, is burdensome to small 
trainers and owners. 

Lori Testerman, a train¬ 
er who has stabled horses at 
Pimlico for two decades, said: 
“I try to keep expenses down. 
If I have liability I have to 
pass that cost on to the own¬ 
ers. Most of the horses I get 
are homebreds—they’re single¬ 
horse people. . . financially, I 
just can’t afford it.” 

She was forced to acquire 
liability insurance recendy, 
though, because she ran a horse 
in Florida for the first time, and 
that state requires trainers to 
carry liability. 

Certain training facilities, 
too, may demand liability insur¬ 
ance. Sally Goswell, manager 
of the Fair Hill Training Center, 
said that facility requires train¬ 
ers to have general liability 
insurance as well as workers’ 
compensation coverage. 

“We’re more concerned 
with them having a loose horse 
run into the school bus full 
of kids than their employment 
issues,” she said. Fair Hill has 
466 stalls, and the barns are 
privately owned. It is a con¬ 
dominium association, which 
means barn owners pay a fee 
to the association, which then 
insures the barns. 

Goswell added that required 
safety initiatives, such as vests 
and helmets for all riders, also 
reduce injuries and thus help 
keep costs down. 

Trainer Tony Dutrow, who 
has horses in Pennsylvania and 
Delaware, said that rather than 
pay liability insurance, he chose 
to incorporate to protect him¬ 
self from the possibility of a 
lawsuit. “You can sue my busi¬ 
ness, but you can’t sue me,” 
Dutrow said. ‘You need pro¬ 


tection. You are liable if some 
guy comes out here to see your 
horse and gets kicked—you’re 
liable.” 

Another area that is par¬ 
ticularly problematic, noted 
Hoffberger, is when partner¬ 
ships are formed. 

“Let’s say you and I are at 
the track, and we hit the triple 
in the fifth race and claim a 
horse together in the sixth,” he 
said. “All of a sudden, we have 
a partnership. Is the personal 
liability going to extend to the 
partnership?” 

A big concern, said Nyhus, 
who insures more than 350 
horse operations, is that own¬ 
ers and trainers really don’t 
know exactly what coverage 
they have. They may think a 
certain type of mishap would 
be covered, when in fact it’s 
not. 

“I’m finding operations, in 
the state of 
Maryland par¬ 
ticularly, where 
the owner 
believes they 
have some¬ 
thing they 
don’t. The 
worst time to 
find out you 
don’t have it 
is when some¬ 
thing hap¬ 
pens.” 

He recom¬ 
mended call¬ 
ing your agent 
and asking 
specific ques¬ 
tions: “Are 

these covered? 

Would you put 
it in writing to 
me that they 
are?” 

Added Nyhus: “Insurance 
polices are notoriously diffi¬ 
cult to read. But if you have 
the trust and commitment to 
that agent, they should have no 
trouble putting it in writing.” 

Sitting down with your 
agent regularly to review cover¬ 
age is every bit as necessary as 
meeting with an accountant or 
banker, noted Pons. 

“It seems whether you’re 
in racing, breeding, sales, there 


are different types of policies,” 
he said. 

Fortunately, Pons was cov¬ 
ered when lightning struck— 
literally—frying his computer 
that held expensive software. 
Insurance paid to replace the 
computer and software. “That 
kind of coverage you didn’t 
need 10 or 15 years ago,” he 
said. 

Insurance coverage for 
breeding operations changed 
drastically with mare reproduc¬ 
tive loss syndrome (MRLS). 

“For smaller breeders, the 
cost of mortality and preg¬ 
nancy insurance is bordering 
on prohibitive,” said J. William 
Boniface, patriarch of his fami¬ 
ly’s Bonita Farm in Darlington, 
Boniface noted that MRLS has 
affected live foal guarantees as 
well. 

When MRLS was identified, 
Hoffberger recalled, “it hit on 


a Thursday, and by Friday night 
you couldn’t buy the insur¬ 
ance.” The cost of insuring the 
in utero foal jumped by about 
80 percent, he said. Before that, 
the rate had been steadily drop¬ 
ping; so the sudden jump put 
the price of a policy about 
where it had been 12 years 
ago. 

“The price is expensive,” 
Hoffberger said. 

Insuring a stallion’s fertilityis 
another expensive proposition. 


The cost is about 7 percent of 
the policy. Insuring a stallion’s 
fertility for a million dollars will 
cost $70,000. It was money well 
spent in the case of two-time 
Horse of the Year Cigar, who 
proved to be infertile. 

Even if he’s not a valuable 
sire, a horse, of course, can be 
insured. But then the insurance 
company can dictate treatment 
when emergencies arise. 

Testerman said she was 
training an insured horse who 
needed throat surgery. “The 
surgery could have been done 
in the stall,” she said, but the 
insurance company stipulated 
that it had to be done in an 
equine hospital. The horse’s 
overnight stay at the hospital 
tripled the bill for the surgery. 

Insuring a particular horse 
for mortality and/or pregnancy 
always involves weighing the 
cost of the insurance against 


the value of the horse, espe¬ 
cially for the small owner. 

“We try to bring new own¬ 
ers into the business and advise 
them of business strategies. To 
insure or not to insure is always 
a question,” Boniface said. 

Workers’ comp 

T he cost of one type of 
insurance—workers’ com¬ 
pensation—worries every¬ 
one in the industry. 


Sitting down with your 
agent regularly to review 
coverage is every bit as 
necessary as meeting with 
an accountant or banker. 
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What insurance 
is a must-have? 

E ach of the Mid-Atlantic 
racing states requires 
trainers to carry work¬ 
ers’ compensation on their 
employees. 

In New Jersey, a master 
policy for owners takes a 
share of purse money to 
provide coverage to jockeys, 
drivers and exercise riders. 

In Maryland, owners and 
trainers pay an assessment 
fee when they apply for a 
license that is used to buy 
workers’ compensation for 
jockeys. 


“Eleven percent of my pay¬ 
roll is workers’ comp,” said 
Dutrow. 

“The most important and 
difficult insurance is workers’ 
comp,” Boniface said. “The way 
the industry is going, workers’ 
comp carriers try to stay away 
from horse operations because 
dealing with Thoroughbreds is 
risky and people get hurt. It’s 
very expensive.” 

Testerman knows firsthand 
the frustration involved in 
workers’ comp issues. Some 20 
years ago, a freelance exercise 
rider who had ridden a horse 


for her that morning took a 
shortcut back to the stable and 
hopped over a wall. He fell and 
broke his tailbone. 

“He turns around, runs 
home and sues me,” Testerman 
said. Her insurance company 
put a $25,000 rider on her pol¬ 
icy, essentially raising her rates. 
Testerman said: “Back then 
if you had an accident, your 
insurance went up.” 

Pimlico race track set¬ 
tled with the injured man, 
Testerman said, and his law¬ 
yer wrote a letter releasing her 
from the lawsuit, but the higher 


rates stayed on her policy for 
four years. “It started this huge 
ball of paper rolling. Nobody 
could stop it; it took on a mind 
of its own. Meanwhile the rider 
is back galloping horses.” 

Capuano noted that work¬ 
ers’ comp eats more of his 
budget every year. “It’s just so 
expensive, the rates are so high. 
That’s rough. Insurance rates 
generally don’t drop.” 

Boniface speculates that 
horsemen’s groups may have 
to get together to get the best

New trio of stars 
adds extra dash 
of panache 


A nything you can do, I can 
do better. The best stee¬ 
plechase horses in North 
America traded punches like 
title-hunting heavyweights early 
in the 2005 season, producing 
dramatic races, rewarding the 
public. And turning back time. 

In the mid-1990s, the stee¬ 
plechase stakes division boast¬ 
ed a big three of Lonesome 
Glory, Mistico (Chi) and Warm 
Spell. Each started racing in 


1991 and, separately, each 
would have been a champion. 
Together, they resonated great¬ 
ness—and now stand first, fifth 
and ninth, respectively, on the 
career earnings list. 

Now heady times are back 
with another big three—in the 
form of Hirapour (Ire), Sur La 
Tete and McDynamo. 

Individually, each is a star. 
Together, they're sensational. 
McDynamo won the Eclipse 


Award in 2003; Hirapour in 
2004. Though he doesn't have 
an Eclipse, Sur La Tete led all 
jumpers in earnings in 2004. 

The trio came together at 
Keeneland on April 22, lin¬ 
ing up for the Royal Chase- 
NSA1. As previous winners of 
die race, McDynamo (2003) 
and Hirapour (2004) vied for 
favoritism and were sent off 
at 3-2 and 2-1 by the betting 
public. Third choice Sur La 
Tete checked in at 4-1 in the 
field of eight. 

Stakes veteran Tres Touche 
ratded right to the front in 
the two and a half-mile race, 
but drew company from 
Cherokeeinthehills, Airolo (Fr) 
and Mulahen (GB) early. 

By the fourth of 13 fences, 
McDynamo had tugged Craig 
Thornton into second just 
behind Tres Touche. Hirapour 
and Sur La Tete settled near the 
back of the field. With seven 
furlongs to go, Tres Touche still 
led McDynamo and Mulahen. 
Sur La Tete had crept to fourth 
with Hirapour sixth. 


Roaring down the back- 
stretch at the speed of most 
flat races, the field compressed 
into a pocket of contenders— 
McDynamo now on the lead, 
Tres Touche dropping back, 
Mulahen hanging tough, Sur 
La Tete and Hirapour moving 
quickly. 

Just before the final turn, the 
race met its tipping point—the 
11th of 13 fences and the last 
jump before the final turn. 

“The fence for my horse 
[Hirapour] just came up a little 
bit too long and either he leaves 
[the ground] and lands run¬ 
ning or he has to go short 
and it takes all the momentum 
out of him," said jockey Matt 
McCarron. “If that happens, 
he's probably fourth. He just 
gave every ounce of courage, 
and landed with those other 
horses." 

Hirapour hit the ground 
in full stride and went after 
the leader as Sur La Tete got 
squeezed slightly between 
horses. Together at the mid¬ 
point of the turn, McDynamo 
and Hirapour briefly matched 
strides but the latter powered 
into the lead. In front at the 
second-last, Hirapour ran away 
from McDynamo while Sur La 
Tete shook free for a stretch 
run and closed the gap to about 
a length before the last. And 
there the margin stayed. 

Hirapour scored by one and 
a quarter lengths with Sur La 
Tete second and McDynamo 
third. The fourth horse, Mula¬ 
hen, finished 15 lengths behind 
McDynamo. 

Trained by Virginian Doug 
Fout for the Eldon Farm 
Racing Stable of Ken Luke, 
Hirapour came to the U.S. in 
2003 and has quickly gained a 
reputation as a lion in sheep's 
clothing. Hirapour looks like a 
sweet, kind horse. He's got a 
pretty head, soft eye, fuzzy ears 
and acts the part around the 
barn and before a race, 
g “My kids could lead him 
3 around if they wanted to," said 
§ Fout. “He's got those big eyes 
and just a great look, but get 
him on a race course or try to

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work him and forget about it, 
he's a killer." 

In eight American jump¬ 
ing starts, the 9-year-old Irish 
import has never finished worse 
than second. Determination, 
try, heart, he's got all of that. 
And speed, too. 

“At the end of a race, he's 
going as fast as anybody in this 
country wants to ride," said 
Fout. “It's plenty fast enough. 
If you can get him to turn off 
early in a race, he'll just idle 
along and be there at the end. 
We were a little wide today, but 
we didn't want to get stopped. 
If you get stopped against these 
horses, you're never going to 
get there." 

Hirapour pocketed $95,550 
with the win and vaulted his 
U.S. steeplechase earnings to 
$355,175—still a bit behind the 
first big three, but he's certainly 
gaining. Sur La Tete wasn't dis¬ 
graced in defeat—the traffic 
trouble on the turn cost him 
momentum—and McDynamo 
lost for just the second time in 
his last eight starts while mak¬ 
ing his 2005 debut.

SUR LA TETE 
WINS FIRST 
ROUND 

T hree weeks before Keene- 
land, Sur La Tete and Hira¬ 
pour renewed acquaint¬ 
anceship—without McDyna¬ 
mo—in the Carolina Cup- 
NSA3 on April 2. Designed as 
a prep for Keeneland, the two 
and three-eighths-mile race 
turned out to be much more. 

Kinross Farm's Sur La Tete, 
who chased McDynamo and 
Hirapour home in stakes last 
fall, further solidified his posi¬ 
tion at the top of the sport 
with a gutsy win over Hirapour. 
Sur La Tete caught paceset¬ 
ter and defending champion 
Preemptive Strike on the final 
turn and took a slim lead into 
the last fence. Hirapour, rally¬ 
ing with every stride, joined Sur 


Polaris Stable’s Preemptive Strike made light work of the Georgia Cup-NSA2, prompting trainer 
Paul Rowland to wonder if the 7-year-old son of Roanoke is ready to once again face the stakes elite. 


La Tete just after the last and 
the pair scrapped to the finish. 

The advantage shrunk to a 
head, but stayed that way over 
the final five strides as Sur La 
Tete took the decision. 

Winning jockey Chris Read 
enjoyed the trip. “The race set 
up better than the Colonial Cup 
did here last year,” he said. “I 
was maybe too aggressive with 
him then. I waited a little bit, 
but just let him go there instead 
of asking him to go. If he gets 
himself there, he’s a totally dif¬ 
ferent horse than he is if you 
have to get him there. When 
he arrives, he usually arrives 
with a big jump and he did that 
again." 

A winner of three races 
and $209,310 in 2004, Sur 
La Tete has stepped his way 
up the steeplechase staircase 
from National Steeplechase 
Association novice champion 
in 2003 to overall money leader 
in 2004. With basically no con¬ 
ditions left now, he will make a 
living in the open stakes divi¬ 
sion—and against better com¬ 
petition. 

“Am I looking to win the 
Carolina Cup and only the 


Carolina Cup this year?" asked 
trainer Neil Morris hypotheti¬ 
cally. “No. Will he improve off 
this? Not in ability. He will be 
a tittle fitter, which could make 
him better." 

PREEMPTIVE 
STRIKE STATES 
HIS CASE 

A fter 2004 Maryland-bred 
steeplechase champion 
Preemptive Strike dropped 
his first race of 2005 in the 
Carolina Cup, trainer Paul Row¬ 
land faced a decision. 

He thought about Keene- 
land's Royal Chase, where 
Preemptive Strike was second 
in 2004, and a match with 
Hirapour, McDynamo, Sur La 
Tete, Tres Touche, etc. 

The $150,000 purse looked 
nice and Rowland knew his 
horse would try. But there was 
that race at Atlanta on April 16. 

The Georgia Cup-NSA2 
called Preemptive Strike with 
its solid purse, allowance con¬ 
ditions and—comparatively— 


weak competition. Easy call, 
beforehand anyway. 

Preemptive Strike blitzed six 
rivals by four lengths. “Maybe I 
did the wrong thing,” said the 
Pennsylvania-based Rowland. 
“Should I have gone to Keene¬ 
land?" 

Perhaps. Owned by Polaris 
Stable (Gail and Dixon Thayer), 
Preemptive Strike made his case 
for joining the stakes elite—the 
big four, anyone?—at Atlanta. 
The 7-year-old son of Roanoke 
brings a bold running style to 
every start and impacts every 
race he enters. 

At Atlanta, Preemptive 
Strike owned every second. He 
assumed an easy lead, relaxed 
under the control of Robbie 
Walsh, and shook off his only 
real challenge. Understood, a 
graded stakes horse on the flat 
and a winner of two over the 
course, trimmed the margin 
and reached the leader's girth 
on the final turn. Like swishing 
off a fly in the field. Preemptive 
Strike kicked clear again. 

“He's never easy to ride 
because you're never sure what 
he's going to do,” said Walsh. 
“He always runs down to his 
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Toughkenamon and rider Rob Massey lead Hay Getoutofmyway (Calvin McCormack , center) and Super Fame (David Bentley) 
en route to a nine-length score in the Temple Gwathmey at Middleburg, the first leg of the Steeplechase Triple Crown. 


fences, quickens into them, and 

1 don’t mind that if he’ll come 
back to me on the flat. Today 
he did. If he relaxes between 
fences and gains lengths at his 
fences, that’s when he’s at his 
best.” 

And Atlanta now sits up 
there with the horse’s best 
efforts alongside 2004 wins at 
Little Everglades, the Carolina 
Cup and Far Hills and a gallant 
second to Hirapour in last sea¬ 
son’s Colonial Cup. Adantawas 
Preemptive Strike’s first Grade 

2 win, so the next logical spot 
is a Grade 1. 

Walsh and Rowland won’t 
rule out another match with 
the sport’s brightest stars. 

“We weren’t afraid to take 
on those other horses,” said 
Walsh. “It’s a long year and this 
is his condition. They write a 
race like this and you can’t just 
let it go. We did math in school 
and 60 percent of $75,000 [the 
winner’s share at Atlanta] is 
a lot more than 18 percent 
of $150,000 [the second-place 
check in the Royal Chase] and 
we would have had to beat two 
top-class horses at Keeneland 
to get that.” 


TOUGHKENAMON 
FINDS THE 
RIGHT ROUTE 

A rmata Stable’s Toughken¬ 
amon may have been 
named after a small town 
in Pennsylvania, but he’s got 
Maryland connections. 

Bred by Bonita Farm and 
Kennard Warfield, the 6-year- 
old son of Maria’s Mon con¬ 
verted to steeplechasing in 
2004 after being purchased for 
Armata Stable by trainer Kathy 
McKenna. 

Toughkenamon (it’s the exit 
between Avondale and Kennett 
Square on Route 1) won at first 
asking last fall and took aim at 
the 2005 NSA spring novice 
program, which includes three 
races worth $75,000 each. 

The Steeplechase Triple 
Crown, as it’s called, began 
on April 23 with the Temple 
Gwathmey at Middleburg, Va., 
and Toughkenamon proved his 
mettle with a nine-length score 
under Rob Massey. 

Ten horses went postward, 
none more accomplished 


than 2004 novice champion 
Paradise’s Boss (four wins, 
$116,400 last year). The 5-year- 
old was rewarded with high 
weight of 157 pounds, at least 
six more than any other horse 
in the race. 

Paradise’s Boss jumped to his 
usual early lead but was stalked 
throughout by Toughkenamon, 
who challenged the lead at the 
second-last. Relishing the turf 
softened by recent rain and 
officially labeled good, the win¬ 
ner drew off, well clear of Erin 
Go Bragh (NZ), who rallied 
for second. Paradise’s Boss gal¬ 
loped in for third. 

Massey, who hinted at his 
horse’s soft ground ability the 
day before, knew he had a solid 
chance as the field raced across 
the backstretch. 

“Going to the second-last I 
thought I was traveling nicely,” 
said the jockey. “I didn’t know 
how much [Paradise’s Boss] 
had in the tank, but it was all 
going to come down to how 
well we jumped the fence and 
got away from it. I jumped it 
very well and did get away from 
it very well.” 


THE REST OF 
THE STORY 

T he season opened in Florida 
with the fifth annual Little 
Everglades Steeplechase 
on March 6. Belying winter’s 
effects and geography, 50 
horses showed up for the day. 
Bill Lickle’s Raise a Storm (Ire) 
won the feature, the $35,000 
Little Everglades Stakes, for 
McKenna and Massey. The 
Irish import took the lead late 
and won by a length over Little 
Hurt. 

McKenna credited off-sea¬ 
son throat surgery and some 
other changes with helping the 
horse win for the second time 
in the U.S. 

“He’s never run that badly, 
but going ahead and getting 
the job done in a race like this 
was difficult for him,” said the 
trainer. “That’s why we made 
the changes we did. Hopefully, 
this was something he can build 
on and he can have a good 
year.” 

♦ 

Mede Cahaba Stable’s Class 
Yankee shook up steeplechasing 
with two wins to start the spring 
season. A 7-year-old mare with 
stakes performances on the flat, 
Class Yankee beat male horses 
both times, in a $20,000 maiden 
hurdle at Little Everglades and 
a $30,000 allowance hurdle at 
the Carolina Cup. 

And that’s only part of the 
story. The Virginia-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Northern Baby is the 
proud mother of a yearling colt 
by Concern and survived major 
colic surgery at New Bolton 
Center last year. 

“They stopped running 
her on the flat and bred her 
because her ankles got to both¬ 
ering her,” said jockey Richard 
Boucher, whose wife, Lilith, 
trains the mare. “After she had 
the foal, her ankles tightened 
down and they started jogging 
her again—with the foal fol¬ 
lowing right behind—and start¬ 
ed thinking about running her 
over jumps.” 
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Bill tickle’s Raise a Storm (Ire), trained by Kathy McKenna and ridden by Rob 
Massey, captured the Little Everglades Stakes by a length over Little Hurt. 

Class Yankee ran two decent 
flat faces last summer, just to 
test her competitive juices, and 
was slated to make her hur¬ 
dle debut last fall at Shawan 
Downs. Colic struck before that 
race, and Class Yankee spent a 
month at New Bolton. 

“She weighed 875 pounds 
when she got out, but she’s 
come back,” said Boucher. “It 
makes you want to cry. It’s 
hard to believe a filly could 
go through all that and still 
come back and run so well. It’s 
beautiful.” 

♦ 

After finishing third in two 
stakes at Saratoga last year, 

New Zealand import Barzulu 
looked like a horse with a future 
until three disappointing races 
last fall. Owned by Brigadoon 
Stable and trained by Fout, 

Barzulu started 2005 with a 
stylish score in the $35,000 
Regions Bank Imperial Cup at 
Aiken on March 26. 

Ridden by Me Carr on, Bar¬ 
zulu caught Shady Valley late 
and scored by four and three- 
quarters lengths. Unalienable 
Right was third with Raise a 
Storm fourth.

Broodmare sire 
lines in the 
Mid-Atlantic 
region 


O ne of the most spectac¬ 
ular classic trials of all 
time was this year's Wood 
Memorial Stakes-Gl, in which 
Bellamy Road drew off to win 
by 17 V 2 lengths while equaling 
the track record set by Riva 
Ridge in 1973. 

Owned by George Stein- 
brenner's Kinsman Farm, Bel¬ 
lamy Road was bred in Florida 
by Dianne Cotter. His most 
direct classic connection, how¬ 
ever, is a Mid-Atlantic one, as 
he is out of a mare (Hurry 
Home Hillary) by 1983 Preak- 
ness winner Deputed Testa¬ 
mony, who is now pensioned 
after a long career at Bonita 
Farm in Darlington, Md. 

Mares by Deputed Testa¬ 
mony (a son of Traffic Cop) 
have had limited opportunities 
with top stallions, but they have 
made the most of them, also 
producing the Grade 1 -winning 
Whitmore's Conn, and grad-

ed stakes winners Duckhorn, 
Brushing Up and Finally Here. 

Deputed Testamony is 
something of an outcross for 
most currently fashionable sire 
lines, and the Mid-Atlantic has 
been home to several other 
broodmare sires who fit that 
description. 

A sire line, or in this context, 
broodmare sire line, rarely seen 
elsewhere is that descending 
from *Rasper II. An English- 
bred son of Owen Tudor (an 
English Derby winner during 
World War II), *Rasper II won 
14 of 41 starts in the U.S. and 
Ireland without earning black 
type. 

*Rasper II sired six stakes 
winners, including Rock Talk, 
who took the Jennings, Con¬ 
stellation, City of Baltimore 
and Vincentive Handicaps, and 
Rambunctious, winner of six of 
seven starts, including the New 
Jersey Futurity and World's 
Playground Stakes. Rock Talk 



Shelter Half (Tentam, Intentionally) 


most notably now appears as 
broodmare sire of the grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning half-sisters 
Wising Up (by another top 
Mid-Atlantic broodmare sire, 
Smarten) and Foresta. These 
mares both made an impact 
on racing last year, as Wising 
Up is the third dam of cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old filly Ashado, 
and Foresta is the granddam of 
graded stakes winner Victory 
U. S. A. 

Rock Talk's son Talc was a 
noted sire of tough, durable 
runners, and he is the brood¬ 
mare sire of 26 stakes winners, 
including the graded scorers 
Double Screen, Smart Guy and 
Profit Option. Rambunctious 
scored a home run through his 
millionaire daughter Jameela, 
the dam of champion sprinter 
and major sire Gulch. Ram¬ 
bunctious's speedy son Rollick¬ 
ing carried on the good work, 
and appears as the broodmare 
sire of 30 stakes winners, the 
best of whom include In the 
Curl, Reality Road, Gin Talking, 
Feathers and Ribbon Cane. 

Another stout influence 
was the Speak John horse John 
Alden. From the broodmare 
sire-producing line of Prince 
John, he is responsible for 
the dam of last year's cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred older 
mare Angela's Love, and addi¬ 
tional graded stakes winners 
Funontherun, New York Hero 
and Classic Endeavor. 

We've already mentioned 
Smarten in connection with 
some of the stakes winners 
out of mares from the *Rasper 
II line, and this son of the 
*Turn-to horse Cyane has been 
a standout regional brood¬ 
mare sire. His daughters so far 
have produced no fewer than 



Baederwood (Tentam, Intentionally) 
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50 stakes winners, headed by 
champion Dance Smartly and 
Grade 1 scorers Smart Strike, 
General Challenge, Notable 
Career and Full of Wonder. 

Another Mid-Atlantic mem¬ 
ber of the *Turn-to sire line to 
make his mark as a broodmare 
sire is Lord Gaylord. The son 
of Sir Gaylord won only once 
in six starts, but made his name 
as the sire of 1980 champion 
2-year-old colt Lord Avie. 

As one might expect for a Sir 
Gaylord horse, Lord Gaylord 
has excelled as a broodmare 
sire. His daughters have pro¬ 
duced more than 40 stakes 
winners, among them Tenski, 
Lord Carson, Mocha Express, 
Wicapi and two-time Canadian 
champion One for Rose. 

The Belmont Stakes winner 
Caveat (by Cannonade) had a 
*Turn-to influence in his pedi¬ 
gree, as his granddam was a 
daughter of *Turn-to. Caveat 
hit classic success as the brood¬ 
mare sire of Belmont Stakes 
victor Editor’s Note. Other 
luminaries out of Caveat mares 
include Cavonnier, Hold That 
Tiger and Two Item Limit. 

The Mid-Atlantic has proved 
to be fertile soil for branches of 
the Intentionally sire line which 
come down through Tentam 
and In Reality. 

Tentam has Shelter Half 
(broodmare sire of 14 stakes 
winners, including graded win¬ 
ners Royal Haven, Belterra, 
Weather Vane, Latin Dancer and 
Blomberg) and Baederwood 
(broodmare sire of nine stakes 
winners, including Madame 
Pietra, Water Cannon and 
Unaccountedlea). 

Water Cannon (by Waquoit), 
a three-time stakes winner in 
2004, has another branch of 
the Intentionally sire line in his 
pedigree that we mentioned, 
that coming through In Reality 
and Relaunch to Waquoit. 
Waquoit appears as the brood¬ 
mare sire of six stakes winners, 
including the prolific Bronze 
Abe and Grade 1 -placed 
Marino Marini. 

So far we have steered clear 
of the Northern Dancer and 
Mr. Prospector lines, but when 


we begin to consider some of 
the younger brigade, and some 
potential broodmare sires, 
those lines begin to loom large. 
One obvious horse from the 
Northern Dancer line is the 
late Polish Numbers, a beauti¬ 
fully bred horse who is a par¬ 
ticularly good sire of fillies. He 
is just starting to get going as a 
broodmare sire and is respon¬ 
sible for the dam of black- 
type winners Sadler’s Sarah and 
Munificence (at 2 in 2004). 

A slew of Mid-Atlantic Mr. 
Prospector-line horses have 
young daughters. Allen’s Pros¬ 
pect (by Mr. Prospector) is 
already a sought-after brood¬ 
mare sire, with his daughters 
having produced 14 stakes win¬ 
ners, including Grade 1 winner 
Hookedonthefeelin. 

Two Punch, by Mr. Pros¬ 
pector out of 1980 champion 
2-year-old filly Heavenly Cause, 
is also looking very good as 
the broodmare sire of Grade 
1 winner Shine Again and 
graded stakes winners Shiny 
Band, Sinister G and Wynn 
Dot Comma. 

Norquestor (by Conquis¬ 
tador Cielo) has champion 2- 
year-old male Declan’s Moon 
to his credit, and he is out of a 
mare by Northern Dancer, so 
inviting to Northern Dancer¬ 
line sires. From the ranks of 
the unproven. Not For Love 
(also out of a Northern Dancer 
mare), Diamond and Mojave 
Moon all have the right kind of 
pedigrees. 

The well-bred Citidancer 
(by Northern Dancer’s son 


Dixieland Band out of the 
Tentam mare Wiliamae), a good 
sire of fillies, is already brood¬ 
mare sire of eight stakes win¬ 
ners, including Flamethrowin- 
texan and Suave. Veteran 
Carnivalay, a son of Northern 
Dancer, is the broodmare sire 
of three stakes winners. 

Down the line, look out 
for fillies by Lion Hearted (by 
Storm Cat out of a brilliant 
Alydar mare, and therefore a 
potentially good foil for Mr. 
Prospector) and Parmer’s Hero 
(by Danzig and a half-brother 
to 1990 Breeders’ Cup Spnnt- 
G1 heroine Safely Kept). 

For those looking for some 
young outcross potential, there 
should be plenty of young 
Damascus-line mares by such 
horses as Eastern Echo (anoth¬ 
er out of a Northern Dancer 
mare), Private Terms, Valley 
Crossing and Secret Hello. The 
latter three are all by the excel¬ 
lent broodmare sire Private 
Account. 

Malibu Moon, from the 
Seattle Slew sire line through 
A.P Indy, is out of a Mr. Pros¬ 
pector mare, and has sired 
Declan’s Moon with Mr. Pros¬ 
pector inbreeding, so should be 
good for Mr. Prospector-line 
stallions. 

Concern, by emerging 
broodmare sire Broad Brush, 
had some good mares early in 
his career and is free of most 
commercial strains, and Lite 
the Fuse (by Buckaroo) is a 
representative of the brood¬ 
mare sire-producing Buck- 
passer line. ^

Are knee chips 
preventable? 


aryland-bred Declan’s 
Moon was the fastest 
2-year-old of 2004, but 
his precocity may have sealed 
his fate. The undefeated cham¬ 
pion juvenile male was knocked 
off the Triple Crown trail on 
March 5 when he sustained a 
bone chip in his left knee while 
thundering toward victory in 
his 3-year-old debut, the Santa 
Catalina Stakes-G2 at Santa 
Anita Park. 

Are injuries such as this one 
an unavoidable occurrence for 
race horses, or can something 
be done to reduce the risks? 

“The reality is that the faster 
you ask a horse to go, the more 
likely it is that [chips] can occur, 
because you’re always pushing 
the physiologic limits of the 
skeleton when you are asking 
the horse to do the utmost that 
it can do,” said Dean Richard¬ 
son, DVM, professor and chief 
of surgery at the University 


of Pennsylvania’s New Bolton 
Center in Kennett Square. “And 
it’s not just in terms of effort, 
but also in terms of condi¬ 
tioning, because it’s how tired 
a horse gets musculoskeletally, 
and muscularly, in particular,” 

Richardson explained that 
chips occur because of the 
physical load put on the joint. 
“It has a relationship to the 
mass of the horse and the 
speed you’re asking of it. It’s 
straight-up physics,” he said. 

According to Richardson, 
no one knows how to prevent 
chip fractures, but proper con¬ 
ditioning and attention to the 
type of surface a horse trains 
and races on may help reduce 
the odds. 

“Conditioning, in my opin¬ 
ion, is the number one thing, 
because most knee chips occur 
in the front of the knee. That 
particular part of the anatomy 
becomes overloaded as the 


horse becomes more fatigued,” 
he said. 

But no special conditioning 
program has been developed to 
prevent knee chips. 

“There’s nothing that any¬ 
one has developed and cer¬ 
tainly there is nothing that has 
been proven or experimentally 
tested, other than if you have a 
horse that has a knee problem, 
you have to make sure that 
when he works, it is under opti¬ 
mum conditions. In terms of 
track surface, you want to mini¬ 
mize the possibility of work¬ 
ing to the point of muscular 
exhaustion,” Richardson said. 

Trainer Ron Ellis blamed 
the rain-hardened California 
tracks for the injury to De clan’s 
Moon, but Richardson said 
uneven surfaces and deep, tir¬ 
ing surfaces with little resil¬ 
ience probably play a bigger 
role in the development of 
bone chips. 

“I think the concept of 
direct concussion for knee 
chips is not as big a deal as 
how fatiguing the surface is,” 
he said. “If you look at the 
numbers, I don’t think there 
is any proof that a really hard 
race track necessarily results in 
more knee chips.” 

Elizabeth Davidson, DVM, 
associate professor of sports 
medicine at New Bolton, 
believes that since knee chips 
are the result of trauma associ¬ 
ated with a race horse’s profes¬ 
sion, there is really no way to 
prevent them. 
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Davidson said: “Unfortu¬ 
nately, horses stress their legs 
and joints tremendously when 
they race, and they can trau¬ 
matize those joints, and little 
pieces of bone fragmentation 
can occur. It is just a sheer 
factor of the speed and the 
amount of training that has to 
be done for race horses to do 
their job.” 

FOREWARNINGS 
OF KNEE 
PROBLEMS 

Nuclear scintigraphy, ther¬ 
mography and diagnostic 
blood tests that reveal evidence 
of bone turnover have been 
advocated as ways to detect 
impending knee problems, but 
these modern diagnostics are 
either too expensive to use on 
a regular basis or too vague 
to point directly at the prob¬ 
lem. Richardson believes good 
horsemanship is still the best 
method. 

“I’ve always been amazed 
at how competent some train¬ 
ers and grooms are at feel¬ 
ing minor swelling and heat in 
horses’ knees,” he said. 

Richardson added: “Many 
types of fractures in race horses 
seem to occur as a single event, 
a traumatic injury. The horse 
is fine and had no problem, 
then bang, it’s got a fracture. 
But a large percentage of frac¬ 
tures that occur in horses actu¬ 
ally had a preceding injury in 
that location—a stress-related 
injury that set it up for a more 
catastrophic event.” 

Richardson urges horsemen 
to be vigilant about clinical 
signs—such as heat, swelling, 
tenderness or subtle variations 
in gait—all of which could 
indicate the need for a closer 
look with diagnostics. 

DIAGNOSTICS 

When it is stressed, bone 
undergoes almost constant 
turnover in a process com¬ 
monly called bone remodel¬ 
ing. Brittle and damaged bone 
is replaced by newly forming 
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bone cells that provide elastic¬ 
ity and make the bone more 
durable. Most high-tech diag¬ 
nostics key in on the remodel¬ 
ing process to reveal excessive 
bone turnover that may point 
to a developing problem. 

In nuclear scintigraphy, more 
commonly known as bone 
scanning, a radioactive isotope 
administered intravenously 
acts as a tracer that attaches 
to the blood and is distrib¬ 
uted throughout the body via 
the bloodstream. In a healthy 
horse, the tracer is distributed 
evenly. However, where there 
is active bone remodeling or 
inflammation, a concentration 
of the radioactive tracer occurs 
and is picked up by a special 
camera. Areas of diminished 
blood flow are indicated by 
low levels of the tracer at a 
particular site. 

Even subtle changes in the 
bone can be detected by com¬ 
paring images of opposite legs 
and then noting asymmetrical 
differences in tracer distribu¬ 
tion between the two legs. 

Some radiologists recom¬ 
mend performing a bone scan 
during a hiatus in the horse’s 
schedule so that any problems 
uncovered can be addressed 
before the horse returns to 
training. Richardson and David¬ 
son agreed that nuclear scin¬ 
tigraphy is useful in detecting 
microfractures in the bone that 
might not be visible on x-rays, 
but added the expense of using 
scintigraphy on a regular basis 
would be prohibitive for most 
owners and trainers. A bone 
scan costs about $1,000. 

Thermography records the 
skin temperature and presents 
a pictorial representation of the 
surface of the horse. Although 
images measure only skin tem¬ 
perature, they also reflect alter¬ 
ations in circulation of deeper 
tissues. Unusually hot or cold 
areas maybe indicative of some 
underlying pathology. 

“The problem with ther¬ 
mography in a race track set¬ 
ting is that it is very difficult 
in a nonexperimental setting 
to get reliable environmental 


conditions such that you get 
consistent, useful information,” 
Richardson said. 

“Thermography is good 
at looking at surface tempera¬ 
ture, but it hasn’t been very 
good at looking at bone pain,” 
Davidson added. 

Researchers at Colorado 
State University are exploring 
the use of blood tests to detect 
biological markers of bone 
resorption, components in the 
blood that indicate the begin¬ 
ning stages of musculoskeletal 
injuries, such as chip fractures, 
condylar fractures and bowed 
tendons. Researchers hope to 
develop a battery of tests that 
veterinarians can administer 
periodically to horses in train¬ 
ing that will indicate if damage 
is occurring or if it is safe to 
continue the horse’s program. 

Richardson said that, once 
perfected, the tests for biologi¬ 
cal markers will be valuable in 
picking up changes associated 


with repetitive stress injuries and 
abnormal bone remodeling. 

“I think it has promise, 
but there are a lot of issues,” 
Richardson said. “One is that 
if you’re looking at blood, it’s 
not going to tell you where the 
problem is.” 

SILICON FOR 
BONE REPAIR 

The rate at which bone is 
broken down, especially in 
young race horses in training, 
may exceed the speed of repair. 
Cavities form in the bone where 
damaged cells have resorbed, 
giving the bone the appearance 
of Swiss cheese. If collagen, 
calcium, phosphorus and other 
elements do not form new 
bone cells quickly enough to fill 
the holes, microfractures occur 
and the bone may break. 

Although the exact role of 
silicon is unclear, researchers 


believe it is a pivotal element 
in the formation of collagen 
and glycosaminoglycans, the 
major components of the bone 
matrix. 

“We fed silicon to yearlings, 
and we saw decreases in biolog¬ 
ical markers of bone resorption 
in blood samples,” noted Brian 
Nielsen, Ph.D., who conducted 
research on silicon at Michigan 
State University. “There are 
two ways to repair bone. You 
can either make more of it 
[bone formation] or you don’t 
take away as much of it [bone 
resorption]. So, it wasn’t being 
taken away as quickly and that’s 
usually considered to be a posi¬ 
tive reaction.” 

Richardson believes Nielsen 
and his colleagues may be onto 
something, but he said, “It’s 
one of those subjects that there 
is not enough science to say 
one way or the other.” w

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SALZMAN’S 
BABIES COME 
OUT RUNNING 
AT LAUREL 
PARK

CM t’s better to sell and 
I repent than keep and 
I repent.” Tim Salzman 
learned this lesson early. 

“It’s a business. When I 
was probably 12, my dad sold 
my first horse. I named him 
and everything,” Salzman said. 
“That was the only time it was 
hard. Dad sold him on me and 
I learned right then and there 
that’s it’s a business and you 
can’t fall in love with them.” 

Salzman, 33, has plenty of 
selling to do after winning the 
first two 2-year-old races at 
Laurel, as well as the first two 
at Aqueduct. 

His phone has more incom¬ 
ing numbers than Ticketmaster. 
The numbers usually lead with 
859, the Lexington area code, 
as agents clamor for the next 
fastest thing. 

“Four for four, you never 
expect that,” Salzman said. “We 
have a nice group of 2-year- 
olds. Owners sent us some nice 
ones and my dad picked out 
some good ones at the sales. 
He does it year after year. He 
seems to find the fast ones.” 

John Salzman, Tim’s father, 
will be forever linked with the 
Eclipse Award-winning sprinter 
Xtra Heat, whom he picked out 
at Timonium as a 2-year-old for 
$5,000 and trained at Laurel. 
She earned over $2.3 million 
while winning 25 stakes includ¬ 
ing the Grade 1 Prioress. 

Salzman, the elder, stands 
in the back ring at Timonium, 
one foot resting on the iron 


rail, watching every horse go 
past. He uses the catalogue as a 
bonus—it’s athletes he’s look¬ 
ing for, and athletes he buys. 

“The last few years, I’ve 
been coming along because I 
need to learn,” Tim Salzman 
said. “When he sends them to 
me, I can see what he actu¬ 
ally sees in the horse. The rear 
ends, the whole rump, the way 
they run down hill. He doesn’t 
go off of breeding or correct¬ 
ness. They turned down Xtra 
Heat. I know they’re tired of 
hearing it, but we made over 
$4 million in purses and selling 
her. He almost sees through 
horses. He sees everything.” 

Tim Salzman has been on 
his own since 2003 and has 
picked up right where his dad 
left off—scorching early 2-year- 
old races with white-type pedi¬ 
grees that cost less than six 
months’ board. 

Salzman’s baby brigade 
started firing when Five Star 
Holding, a $3,000 purchase 
by Five Star Day, beat the boys 
in her first start at Aqueduct 
on April 7. Three days later, 
Citichurch, an $11,000 pur¬ 
chase by Citidancer, won her 
debut at Laurel by 19 lengths. 
On April 22, Hounddogman, 
a $3,500 Deerhound colt who 
finished fourth to Five Star 
Holding, returned to win by 13 
lengths at Pimlico. On the same 
day, May Day Vow, a filly by 
first-year stallion Broken Vow, 


easily dispatched her rivals at 
Aqueduct. 

Salzman barely gets time to 
see how hard his charges are 
blowing before his cell phone 
starts chirping. 

“I got offers on pretty much 
everything that ran. Standing in 
the winner’s circle, the phone 
rings,” Salzman said. “It’s a fun 
game right now. Baby season, 
that’s what I’ve been geared up 
for my whole life. Even if we 
don’t sell any, we got a barn full 
of runners. We’re pleased with 
our position. We’ve won four 
races by about 50 lengths.” 

Most of Salzman’s 2-year- 
olds are sent to Horse Shoe 
Hill Farm in Ashland, Va., to 
be broken under Stephanie 
Nixon’s care. They learn the 
basics of galloping and gate 
work. 

The first battalion comes to 
Salzman’s Laurel Park barn in 
early February. The smart ones, 
not necessarily the best ones, 
are put on the fast track in what 
could be the most productive 
moment of their careers. 

‘We breeze them together 
and weed through and find 
the better ones of the bunch,” 
Salzman said. “They weren’t 
the best of the bunch, they’re 
just ready mentally and learned 
faster than the others. It’s more 
or less trying to find the smart¬ 
er ones of the bunch and run 
them early and get the early 
money. It’s not always the best 


one that wins, but the smartest 
one.” 

Salzman knows the speed 
and the temperament of each 
of his first four winners. 

Citichurch: “She’s a nice 
filly, she’s mentally sound. She 
did everything right, from 
standing in the gate to stand¬ 
ing in the paddock. She’ll pin 
her ears every time you walk 
past her stall but she’ll want to 
walk up and get a carrot from 
you, too.” 

§ Five Star Holding: “She was 
i actually one of the later ones to 
come in, but she progressed so 
fast that we had to run her in 
the first New York race.” 

Hounddogman: “He worked 
every day with Five Star Hold¬ 
ing and when she broke from 
the gate in New York, she just 
ran away with it. He tried to 
chase her down and got tired 
on me. I knew he’d win in Mary¬ 
land.” 

May Day Vow: “She’s a 
real nice filly. She’s going to 
be real good going long. Her 
mare doesn’t have anything and 
her sire is a first-year stallion 
but she’s a real classy filly. She 
just stood there with her head 
dropped when we put the tack 
on her. She’s going to be real 
nice.” 

Salzman has 20 babies in his 
care and, as he said, the four 
winners might not be the best 
ones. 

“I got a couple more in there 
that are pretty nice. Getting the 
baby races to go is the hardest 
part,” Salzman said. “It’s so 
much fun to get a baby that 
knows nothing about running 
or anything and you see them 
progress along and see them 
win by 12. That makes you feel 
good. It shows that you taught 
something to do something 
good.” 

And made something worth 
a lot of money. All the winners 
could be leaving Salzman’s care 
soon. Racing is a marketplace, 
and the Salzman business 
model is strike early, provide 
buyers with a ready-made prod¬ 
uct and kiss them goodbye. 
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MARYLAND’S SPRING FESTIVAL OF RACING 


M aryland’s Spring Fes¬ 
tival of Racing, on 
April 23 at Pimlico, 
celebrated the season as never 
before—with three new stakes 
for Maryland-bred and/or 
Maryland Million-nominated 
runners. The races were worth 
$100,000 for horses eligible in 
both categories, and $50,000 
for those eligible in one. 

Maryland’s three leading 
stallion operations, Northview 
Stallion Station, Country Life 
Farm and Maryland Stallion 
Station, each sponsored a race, 
and donated seasons to the 
breeders of the top two fin¬ 
ishers. 

Also featured on the card 
were the $200,000 Jim McKay 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap for 
older horses, and the $150,000 
Federico Tesio Stakes for 
3-year-olds, which offered 
$25,000 purse premiums from 
both the Maryland Fund and 
Maryland Million. 

“It was a whole new chap¬ 
ter for the Maryland Million,” 
said Maryland Million presi¬ 
dent Mike Pons. 

Legislation approved in 
2004 and signed into law by 
Governor Robert L. Ehrlich Jr. 
significantly expanded funds 
for the Maryland Million. “We 
were able to say, ‘Here’s what 
we’re doing with the money,’ ” 
said Pons. “The Maryland Mil¬ 
lion gave away nearly $200,000 
[counting purses and nomi¬ 
nator awards] and it was a 
wonderful day for Maryland 
racing.” 

Eleven of the 18 runners 
in the three Maryland-bred/ 
Maryland Million stakes were 
nominated to both programs, 
and the three winners were all 
Maryland Million nominees. 

♦ 

To say that it was a spe¬ 
cial day for longtime Maryland 
breeders Allen and Audrey 
Murray would be an under¬ 


statement. The Murrays got 
their first victory in a $100,000 
race when Celtic Innis, a 
homebred by home stallion 
Yarrow Brae, upset the six-fur- 
long Maryland Stallion Station 
Stakes for 3-year-olds. 

It was also the biggest career 
win for trainer Tim Keefe. 

In his seventh start, Celtic 
Innis tracked the leaders 
before rider Steve Hamilton 
swung him into gear on the 
turn to run down Mojodajo, 
paying $27.40 to win. Monster 
Chaser rallied for third. 

“He surprised us,” said 
Audrey Murray. “But we knew 
he had speed. If the others 
burned themselves out, he 
had a chance—and that’s what 
happened.” 

Celtic Innis is the third foal 
and first stakes winner from 
the Phone Trick mare Harp 
Innis, who had been a “bad 
luck mare” for the Murrays. 
Purchased for $47,000 at the 
1997 Keeneland November 
sale, Celtic Innis has a year¬ 
ling colt by Crypto Star and 
a Louis Quatorze colt at her 
side. She was bred back to 
Yarrow Brae. 

Luck abounded for the 
Murrays on Spring Festival day. 
They celebrated along with 
their good friends and Harford 
County neighbors Steve and 
Sue Quick, whose Silmaril, 
bred and raced in partnership 
with Chris Feifarek, made off 
with the Northview Stallion 
Station Stakes for older fillies 
and mares at a mile and an 
eighth. 

Silmaril (by Northview 
stallion Diamond) tracked the 
leaders before drawing off to 
a length and a half score over 
Grant’s Moon, with Chrusciki 
in third place. Her fifth career 
stakes win pushed the 4-year- 
old’s earnings to $347,110. 

“She’s easy to train as long 
as you take her two miles. 
She gallops two miles every 






day. She goes straight off 
and she’s really relaxed, the 
reins are dangling,” said train¬ 
er Chris Grove. “The only 
stressful part is where is the 
top? With every win, there 
are more expectations. You 
know somewhere along the 
line, you’re going to reach it, 
especially with a Maryland- 
bred. There’s only been a cou¬ 
ple to make it on the national 
scene. You know every time 
she runs, she gives her heart. 
You don’t want to see her lose 
because you respect her.” 

Silmaril (out of Kattebuck, 
by Spend a Buck) carries on a 
proud legacy for the Quicks, 
as the granddaughter of the 
superb Maryland-bred mare 


Kattegat’s Pride, who was a 
state-bred champion each year 
she raced (1982 to ’84). 

Only in Philly, bred in 
Pennsylvania by Dr. and 
Mrs. Timothy Gardner and 
Mr. and Mrs. Rick Abbott, 
was the only non-Maryland- 
bred to capture one of the 
three restricted stakes. The 
3-year-old daughter of the late 
Polish Numbers, who made 
his career at Northview, rel¬ 
ished the mile and a sixteenth 
Country Life Farm Stakes, 
drawing away from previously 
undefeated Hear Us Roar and 
Lucky Slevin for a six and a 
half-length triumph. 

Only in Philly, purchased 
by owner F. Eugene Dixon’s 
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Erdenheim Farm for $95,000 
at the 2003 Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky July Yearling sale, has 
won three of six starts, and 
was making her stakes debut. 
Out of the good stakes-win- 
ning mare Buffels, she is a 
full sister to 2001 Maryland- 
bred turf champion One Eyed 
Joker. 

“She veered out around the 
first turn but she has a lot of 
guts to her. I’m so happy for 
Mr. Dixon, because he’s been 
so supportive with everything, 
from show horses to the race 
horses,” said trainer Michael 
Matz. 

♦ 

Todd Glasser got on Presi- 
dentialaffair and told everyone 
to run for cover. Stand back, 
let the horse do his thing. 


And that was in the morn¬ 
ing, before President! alaffair’s 
final breeze for the Jim McKay 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap. 

In the afternoon, it was the 
same scenario as four rivals 
couldn’t get within a wave of 
the president’s motorcade. 
The gelded son of Not For 
Love skipped to the lead, wid¬ 
ened it to eight lengths and 
swept to a seven and a half- 
length score in the mile and 
and eighth contest. 

For Glasser, who exercises 
Presidentialaffair every day 
but rarely gets to ride him in 
the afternoon, it was a special 
moment on a special horse. 

“When we had him tuned 
up for his last breeze, I couldn’t 
get him to stop jogging in the 
shedrow. I said, ‘Everybody

just get away from this horse.’ 
You could control him but you 
couldn’t get him to a walk,” 
Glasser said. “There’s no play¬ 
ing, there’s no eating grass, 
there’s no saying hi to anyone. 
He’s pure race horse to the day 
he dies. It’s his world.” 

Maryland certainly has 
become Presidentialaffair’s 
world. The Pennsylvania-bred 
won last year’s Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Classic in the same style. 
Trainer Martin Ciresa put him 
away after that victory. 

“Coming into the Maryland 
Million, he was 70, 80 percent. 
I really believe he’s a top-tier 
horse but it has to be the right 
day, he has to be together and 
get things his own way,” Ciresa 
said. “He gallops so strong that 
I have to put the lightest guy 
I can find on him. When you 
pass breezers when you’re gal¬ 
loping, you’re a little worried 
but you let him do it. He likes 
to go out there and gallop. 
You learn to not out-think your 
horse.” 

Ciresa tries to maintain a 
20-horse string at Philadelphia 
Park. Presidentialaffair leads it. 
The McKay was his 22nd start 


and 10th victory. He’s been off 
the board five times, when he 
hooked stars like Ghostzapper, 
Saint Liam and Shake You 
Down. 

“He’s taught me how to 
train a good horse. When 
you train cheap horses, you 
think everybody that has good 
horses, they’re just sound and 
they’re just good. The truth 
is they’re good but they have 
problem after problem. The 
difference is they just want to 
win,” Ciresa said. “He doesn’t 
like bandages on his legs, he 
doesn’t like his tongue tied, he 
doesn’t like much bit. He’s like, 
‘I’ll give you what I got, leave 
me alone.’ He really makes 
you pay attention. The normal 
things you do with horses, you 
can’t do with him.” 

Like gallop him slowly in 
the morning or rate him in the 
afternoon. Owned by Edward 
Ciresa (the trainer’s father) 
and Vincent Papandrea, Presi¬ 
dentialaffair pushed his career 
earnings to over $600,000, just 
off the top 20 on the all-time 
Pennsylvania-bred standings. 

Moments after the Federico 
Tesio Stakes, trainer King

Leatherbury reached in his 
pocket and pulled out a stack 
of tickets. 

“Let’s see what I got. I took 
him and the 3 horse. . . there’s 
a $20 triple, there’s the exacta, 
there’s another exacta and there’s 
$300 to win,” Leatherbury said. 
“That’s how much I liked him, 
I don’t usually bet over $200, 
that’s my limit.” 

Excuse Leatherbury for 
going over his limit when it 
comes to Malibu Moonshine, 
whom he trains for his longtime 
client Woodrow Marriott. The 
Tesio upped the son of Malibu 
Moon’s stakes tally to four. 
Malibu Moonshine sat close 
to the slow pace before Steve 
Hamilton launched him past 
Hello Jerry to score by three- 
quarters of a length. Favorite 
Byanosejoe was a dull third. 

“I couldn’t believe those 
people betting that other horse. 
We knew [Malibu Moonshine] 
was a good one from the start,” 
Leatherbury said. “If you 
worked around him, you knew. 
He’s proven it now. The best 
thing is he’s improving. A lot of 
horses get good but they won’t 
go forward and develop. I don’t 
know where he’s going to tail 
off. Right now, he’s improving 
right along.” Dfc 




“Every year we go through 
it. We give the owners an idea 
of what we think they can 
get and what we think they’re 
worth. If one doesn’t want 
them at that price, diere’s 
probably three standing right 
behind them that will. It’s 
amazing how often the phone 
rings after they run,” Salzman 
said. 

“Anything can happen in 
the game. They might turn 
out to be Whirlaway and they 
might be something you want 
to get rid of. If you can get 
the money in hand now, you’re 
probably benefitting yourself.” 

Yup, John Salzman taught 
Tim Salzman that 21 years ago 
when he sold Lord Culpeper. 

Take Achance On Me 
upset the six-furlong $50,000 
Hoover Stakes against seven 
other veteran sprinters on April 
9. Owned by Ben Dover Stable 
and trained by Mike Trom- 
betta, 7-year-old Take Achance 
On Me went to the lead and 
lost his advantage in the stretch 
before re-rallying under Jozbin 
Santana for his first score (in 
his first start) of the year. 

Dale’s Prospect finished 
second, with longshot Excel¬ 
lent Band third. 

The winner hit the board in 
13 out of 15 starts in 2003 but 
hadn’t won since May of that 
year. Shake You Down, the 
7-5 morning line favorite, was 
scratched. 

Hall of Fame football star 
Sam Huff was on hand at 
Laurel on April 2 to watch 
his 3-year-old filly Jet Set Citi 
win the $50,000 Smart Halo 
Stakes. 

Under Steve Hamilton, 
the daughter of Unbridled Jet 
showed her moxie while being 
jostled by Missile Bay late in 
the six-furlong dash. Jet Set 
Citi won by a nose to improve 
her career mark to two-for-two 
for trainer Hamilton Smith. 

The 15-week winter meet 
at Laurel Park concluded on 
April 17. Eric Camacho, 
Kenny Cox and Michael Gill 
won individual titles for the 
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70-day meet that began at Pim¬ 
lico on January 1 before live 
racing switched to Laurel on 
January 26. 

Camacho, a 21-year-old 
apprentice, won 60 races to best 
veteran Ramon Dominguez by 
two vans. Ryan Fogelsonger 
was third with 53 wins, despite 


missing 15 days because of ill¬ 
ness, injury and vacation. Erick 
Rodriguez (48 victories) and 
Richard Monterrey (43) com¬ 
pleted the top five. 

Cox captured the first title 
of his career, winning 32 times, 
three more than John Rigattieri. 
Twenty-nine of Cox's victories 


were for Gill. Scott Lake (27 
wins), Dale Capuano (22) and 
Chris Grove (21) completed 
the top five. 

Gill towered in the owner 
standings for the 11th straight 
time at the major Maryland 
tracks, finishing first 42 times. 
Gill's Forest Music capped off 


the meet with her victory in 
the $50,000 Prim one tta Stakes 
for fillies and mares on April 
16. The gray daughter of 
Unbridled's Song is trained by 
Mark Shuman. W

“MIRACLE” 
HORSE WINS 
AT 

PHILADELPHIA 

PARK

W hen Bella Brook Stable's 
Hanging Out broke 
his maiden on April 9, 
the fact that it was at the bot¬ 
tom claiming level didn't matter 
one bit. It represented a victory 
for both the 4-year-old and 
Chuck Dion, the assistant to 
trainer Derek Ryan, who helped 
nurse the gelding through a 
life-threatening situation. 

Before coming to Philadel¬ 
phia Park, Hanging Out had 
already survived two serious 
accidents. As a foal, he was 
kicked in the jaw by his dam 
and was left so disfigured that 
his tongue now lolls out of the 
side of his mouth—hence the 
name, Hanging Out. Later, he 
tore his right front leg when he 
became hung up in a fence, and 
it was feared he might never 
make the races. 

But it wasn't until he arrived 
at Ryan's barn that he met his 
biggest challenge. After being 
gelded as a 2-year-old, he devel¬ 
oped a massive infection that 
left him so weak and dehydrat¬ 
ed he hovered near death. 

“The veterinarian [Dr. Steve 
McBride] had hooked him up 


on I Vs, and I burnt yogurt 
and forced it into him to try 
and help,” said Dion, who has 
worked at Philadelphia since 
1984. He described Hanging 
Out as one of the kindest, 
gentlest horses he's ever been 
around. “At night, I slept in the 
barn with him on top of bags 
of shavings. He had lost so 
much weight and the vet didn't 
think he’d make it. It took a 
while, but finally he rallied. 

“It was the greatest thing 
in my life when he won,” said 
Dion. “To get him to win was a 
miracle. It felt like he'd just won 
the Kentucky Derby.” 

Jockey Mary Jo Brennan 
has returned to the Philadelphia 
Park racing scene after a five- 
year absence. 

Brennan, 34, a native of Wil- 
lingboro, N.J., began riding at 
Philadelphia in 1991, but left in 
2000 to pursue opportunities 
at Hawthorne, Arlington and 
Sportsman's Park. 


“It's very exciting to be 
back,” she said. “I’ve gotten 
a warm welcome from many 
of the outfits that I rode for 
before I left, and many new 
ones.” 

Brennan won with her sec¬ 
ond mount after coming 
home—the Bob Seeger-trained 
Traumatic on April 12. Brennan 
said she enjoyed much success 
riding for Seeger in the past, 
and was aboard perhaps his 
best horse, the stakes-winning 
Tri for the Gold, when he broke 
his maiden. 

A bucket of water, oodles of 
shaving cream. . . Juan Ochoa 
was given the traditional “wel¬ 
come” at the entrance to the 
jockeys' room after he got his 
first career win on April 16 
aboard the Janis Gerace-trained 
Crawling, who was sent off at 
10-1 in the fifth race. 

Ochoa, 23, first worked as a 
hotwalker, groom and exercise 
rider for trainer Jerry Fanning 


in California, then learned to 
race-ride at Rancho Pasianna, a 
training center near Del Mar. 

He rode his first race at 
Santa Anita in March, finishing 
second, then hooked up with 
agent Tim Malgarini and came 
east to Philadelphia Park. 

“I'm a longtime friend of 
Fanning, and he wanted me to 
tutor Juan and make him into a 
polished rider,” said Malgarini, 
who is also a former jockey. 
“We're planning on staying at 
y Philly, and Juan will also ride 
| this summer at Monmouth 
§ Park. . . he'll be riding seven 
days a week.” 

Ochoa's parents, Jose and 
Gloria, currently work for 
Fanning at Santa Anita. 

Winning trainer Gerace said 
that although Ochoa had never 
galloped a horse for her, she 
had had success with another 
Malgarini bug-boy, Michael 
Baze, and so was willing to let 
Ochoa have the ride that day 
on Crawling. 

The $25,000 final leg of 
the Dha Pog Starter Handicap 
series, at a mile and a quar¬ 
ter, was a true test for the 
11 fillies and mares who went 
postward on April 19. When 
the dust settled, Plumstead 
Stable's Thong emerged victo¬ 
rious, coming home a five and 
a quarter-length winner over 
JLG Racing Stable's Summer 
Charm in 2:08.98. Summer 
Charm had won the two previ¬ 
ous legs of the Dha Pog, at a 
mile and a sixteenth and a mile 
and an eighth, for trainer Janis 
Gerace. 

The field was so spread out 
at the finish that more than 34 
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lengths separated Thong from 
99-1 Jd’s Lookin Snappy, who 
brought up the rear. 

A 5-year-old Virginia-bred 
daughter of Tale of the Cat, 
Thong was claimed by Seeger 
on January 29, and her vic¬ 


tory in the Dha Pog—worth 
$15,000—was her second 
since the claim. She was rid¬ 
den by Josiah Hampshire Jr., 
Philadelphia's leading jockey. 

Scott Lake sent out a flurry 
of winners in April to overtake 


Jayne Vaders in the trainers' 
race, leading 41-34 through 
racing of April 22. 

Josiah Hampshire Jr. con¬ 
tinued to lead all jockeys with 
65 winners from 412 starters 
through April 22, with Harry 


Vega (62 winners from 280 start¬ 
ers) a close second. Apprentice 
Kate Repp cracked the top 10, 
capturing 21 races from 112 
starts after coming to Phila¬ 
delphia in mid-February. W

AT CHARLES

A n overnight downpour 
tightened the track's cush¬ 
ion for the March 30 card, 
reversing a trend of dawdling 
race times. 

Affirmed Destiny lived up 
to his name that evening in 
the fifth race. The 4-year-old 
gelding by Affirmed had gone 
winless in his 22 earlier starts, 
and had just one second-place 
finish to his credit. 

As the gates opened on 
the maiden $5,000 field, the 
Elizabeth Worcester-owned, 
and Buzz Worcester-trained 
runner bounded to an early 
advantage. Making every pole a 
winning one, Affirmed Destiny 
drew away handily to post a 
final clocking of :52.80 for the 
four and a half furlongs. 

Two races later, a quality 
group of 3-year-olds was also 
sprinting the popular four and 
one-half-furlong distance. The 
:51.67 winner's time was cour¬ 
tesy of recent $5,000 claim 
Turbulant Mike. Making only 
his second lifetime effort, the 
son of Stormy Atlantic, owned 
by Susan Brown, paid $20.60. 


The eighth race provided 
apprentice Eric Ramirez 
with his first riding triple and 
stunned the crowd, as Blazing 
Element slingshot home eight 
lengths to the good of his near¬ 
est rival, covering the mile and 
a sixteenth in :1.45.86. His 1 


-for-25 stat and third-place fin¬ 
ish on February 27 allowed him 
to pay $15.60, and his overzeal- 
ous performance set the best 
time this year at the distance. 

The night ended with 
Double Cola, a 7-year-old 
who had suffered defeats of 


35 and 41 lengths in his last 
two starts, energetically coming 
home in 1:47.80. 

Jockey Kenneth McMillan 
and Double Cola drank in the 
success, using the formula 
of the night—speed equals 
morphed form. 

To make up for the decline 
in purses and boost simulcast 
numbers, mid-week cards have 
been improved in quality. 

The difference was evident 
on Wednesday, April 6, when 
allowance winner Cambaco 
was all alone at the finish while 
humbling a stylish group. His 
seven-furlong victory (timed in 
1:24.58) missed the 29-year-old 
track record by only two-fifths 
of a second. 

Cambaco is trained by Jake 
Secor, son of Maryland train- 
mer J.B. Secor and a longtime 
employee and disciple of Texas 
legend Keith Asmussen. Like 
Asmussen, Secor is a devo¬ 
tee of hard work and meticu¬ 
lous caretaking. He also credits 
his association with D. Wayne 
Lukas and Jeff Mullins. 

Cambaco, a 4-year-old son 
of Menifee, was purchased pri¬ 
vately by Jeanine Cuminsky not 
long before the April 6 victory, 
and may be pointed toward the 
Claiming Crown at Canterbury 
Downs. 

Two fillies continue to ship 
in and demoralize hometown 
rivals. 

Carey Miller's Typhoon 
Tessie is four-for-five at 
Charles Town following a gutsy 
score on April 9. The Maryland- 
bred 4-year-old daughter of 
Not For Love, trained by Gary 
Capuano, left with the victor's 
share of the spoils in a four and

Aggressively ridden by Gerald 
Almodovar, she burst between 
fillies at the top of the stretch 
with some fancy footwork to 
secure her win. Typhoon Tessie 
was extended to the maximum 
by Pioneer Miss, as the two 
girls blistered to the wire in 
:51.87. 

On March 26, Mantova 
Run ran down a very talented 
ship-in from Philadelphia Park, 
but due to an infraction on the 


far turn was disqualified and 
placed last. 

Mantova Run, a Tim 
Salzman-trained daughter of 
Awesome Again, got her ven¬ 
geance on April 9. Her pat¬ 
ented late bid under appren¬ 
tice Eric Ramirez allowed the 
Kentucky-bred to dispatch her 
rivals with fleet proficiency. 

The dark bay or brown filly 
is bred in the pink, and her 
maturity level improves with 
each start. This filly has set her 


sights on becoming the bread- 
and-butter star in Salzman's 
barn. 

Horseplayers always appre¬ 
ciate a good race, or a fast 
horse—reliability and honesty 
never go unnoticed. Pawley’s 
Island, a 6-year-old son of 
Kokand, has 21 lifetime starts 
at Charles Town with eight 
wins, six seconds and two 
thirds. Arguably one of the 
toughest competitors on the 
grounds at any distance, the 


South Carolina-bred could be 
heralded as the “king of the 
starters.” 

April 15—tax day— 
brought many happy returns 
for jockey Gerald Almodovar, 
who won half of the races on 
the 10-race program. Through 
the first four months of the 
year, the 19-year-old appren¬ 
tice has dominated the local 
competition.

TRAINER/ 
JOCKEY COMBO 
RISES TO 
FORE AT PENN 
NATIONAL

ust call it the “Greek con¬ 
nection.” 

Trainer Dimitrios Syn- 
nefias and jockey Kyriakos 
Triantafyllou have teamed up 
this year to win 11 races at 
Penn National, with Synnefias 
ninth in the trainers 7 stand¬ 
ings and Triantafyllou tied for 
11th in the jockeys 7 standings 
through racing of April 17. 

It was through the urging 
of Synnefias, a friend for many 
years, that Triantafyllou, 29, 
made the trip from his native 
Greece to the Blue Mountains 
of Pennsylvania. Once here, 
he signed a contract to ride 
for Synnefias, and the duo has 
been getting noticed by Penn 
handicappers. 

Triantafyllou’s best night to 
date was on March 19, when 
he won three races in a row, 


including two for Synnefias. 
In the fourth race, he dead- 
heated with apprentice Katie 
Lee aboard the Kevin J. Joy- 
trained Sutter Hills ($10.80), 
then in the fifth he booted 
home Explosive Jasmine 
($12.80) for Synnefias in a 
$18,600 allowance test. In the 
sixth, he rode the Synnefias - 
trained Tomorrow's Number 
($3.20) to a nine-length victory 
to complete the streak. 

While Triantafyllou doesn't 
speak English very well, he 
said through an interpreter— 
Synnefias's wife, Polina—that 
he had been among the top 
five riders at the Athens race 
track of Markopoulo for the 
last several years. 

“His father was a groom in 
Greece for one of the major 
stables,” said Synnefias. “Kyri¬ 
akos went to a riding school to 
learn to become a jockey, and 
he has been riding for 11 years. 
He's also ridden in Germany 
and Cypress.” 

Synnefias said that the tran¬ 
sition from Greek to American 
racing wasn't that difficult for 
Triantafyllou, as all of Greek 
racing is on the dirt. 

“He really likes it here 
at Penn National,” she said. 
“Now he has an agent, and is 
getting more mounts.” 

Trainer Tim Kreiser scored 
a double the evening of April 7, 


including the featured fifth race, 
a $15,926 allowance test for fil¬ 
lies and mares at six furlongs. 
He followed that up with a vic¬ 
tory in a mile and a half starter 
allowance race on April 14. 

In the allowance, Kreiser 
saddled Bruno Schickedanz's 
Sinners Accepted, a 4- 
year-old daughter of Traitor. 
Ridden by Jorge Tipa and tot¬ 
ing high weight of 120 pounds, 
Sinners Accepted grabbed the 
lead from the start and never 
was headed, increasing her 
advantage over runner-up Our 
Golden Pond to six and three- 
quarters lengths at the wire. 
She was timed in 1:11.36. 

Kreiser then tightened the 
girth on the seventh race win¬ 
ner, Time to Be Sassy, also 
for Schickedanz. An Ontario- 
bred 6-year-old son of Temper 
Time, Time to Be Sassy pre¬ 
vailed by a neck over the on- 
rushing Prince Zignew in a six- 
furlong dash for $12,500 claim - 
ers, after leading in midstretch 
by as many as four lengths. He 
was timed in 1:10.70 and was 
also piloted by Jorge Tipa. 

On April 14, it was 7-year- 
old Tiffany Gold, owned by 
James E. Hess, who led all 
the way as the overwhelming 
2-5 choice in a $10,100 start¬ 
er allowance at a mile and a 
half. Jockey Thomas Clifton 
sent Tiffany Gold to the front 


where he was briefly challenged 
by City of Riches, then opened 
up a seven-length lead by the 
time he'd gone a mile. Through 
the stretch, there were no chal¬ 
lengers for the New York-bred 
son of Scarlet Ibis, and he 
was alone at the wire, coming 
home seven lengths in front 
of Evening Clinic and Court 
Verdict in 2:33.62. 

Through racing of April 17, 
Kreiser had saddled 15 win¬ 
ners from 55 starters, good 
for eighth place in the trainers' 
race led by Bruce Kravets. 

Char’s Still Here, a 4-year- 
old daughter of Grindstone, 
rallied from just off the pace 
to win the featured event on 
April 16, a $16,100 allowance 
test for fillies and mares at six 
furlongs. 

Ridden by Chris Baker, 
Char's Still Here was four 
lengths behind leader Cavallo 
Grigio in midstretch but quick¬ 
ly closed the gap to catch her 
and then drew clear by a length 
at the finish. She was timed in 
1 : 11 . 86 . 

An Oklahoma-bred owned 
by Cleon Cassel and Tim Shea, 
Char's Still Here was trained 
by Shea, and earned $9,660 for 
her efforts. 

Trainer Bob Mosco, who 
is based at Philadelphia Park, 
shipped Jack Armstrong's Mae 
and Ree to Penn National the 
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night of April 21 and hit the 
jackpot. Not only did Mae and 
Ree earn $11,625 for winning 
the $19,026 allowance test at a 
mile and 70 yards, but she lit up 
the tote with a $50.80 payoff. 

Ridden by Tara Hemmings, 
who divides her time between 
Philadelphia and Penn, the 5- 


year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Waquoit lagged in 
sixth place early, then moved 
outside for the stretch drive, 
passed the leaders, and drew 
off to win by three and a 
half lengths in 1:44.72 over 
8-1 Floaway, with favored S W 
Sweet Marylane third.

Benny 
Feliciano 
and his 
jets

I n a matter of seconds, Mary- 
land-based trainer Ben Feli¬ 
ciano Jr. has blazed along an 
untrodden path of horse racing 
glory. 

Feliciano-trained runners 
currendy hold seven track 
records, in four states, seven 
racing venues and six sprint 
distances. While the names 
Oops I Am, Baby Shark, Ameri 
Brilliance, Crossing Point and 
Quest of Fate have never 
appeared on an Eclipse Award 
ballot, they have made a name 
for Feliciano up and down the 
East Coast. 

“Benny has always been a 
top trainer with sprinters, but 
in the summer it seems like 
they come at you in waves,” 
said John Scheinman, turf 
writer for The Washington Post 
if When you sit back and look 
at the numbers and all the track 
records, you don’t realize how 
impressive that is.” 

Horse racing was in 
Feliciano’s blood before he 
took out his trainer’s license 
in 1992. His father, Ben Sr., 
won more than 2,800 races as a 


jockey and taught Ben Jr. many 
of the techniques he uses when 
he gallops the barn’s 40 horses 
stabled at Pimlico. 

Feliciano, 41, also galloped 
horses for seven-time Maryland 


leading trainer Dale Capuano, 
and Howard Wolfendale, who 
has saddled more than 1,000 
winners. 

“I asked a lot of questions 
and copied a lot of things they 


did,” said Feliciano. “I was 
especially intrigued by Dale. 
He was winning a lot of races 
and I bugged him about a lot 
of things until he eventually 
started answering me.” 
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But Feliciano got into the 
business full time on a dare 
from co-workers from his sec¬ 
ond job on the Maryland Jockey 
Club parking staff. “They basi¬ 
cally said, Well bring you the 
money if you train a horse for 
us/ ” said Feliciano. 

It was more than beginner’s 
luck when Eastern Mystic won 
a $6,250 claiming race at Laurel 
on March 8, 1992, in his first 
start off a $5,000 claim. It was 
a sign of bigger and better 
things to come for Feliciano. 

On June 14, 1994, Oops I 
Am, a $6,500 claim, covered 
five and a half furlongs on the 
Laurel turf course in 1:02.21, 
setting a record that stands to 
this day. 

Feliciano handled stakes - 
winning sprinters Manage a 
Buck and Wild Fashion for 
CircledHorse.com, a high-vol- 
ume claiming partnership, in 
the late 1990s. 

When owner Eddie Turner 
bought four horses for Feliciano 
to train, he was surprised to 
learn that the least expensive 
one in the group was progress¬ 
ing the fastest. 

“Baby Shark is whipping all 
of them/’ Feliciano reported. 
True to form, Baby Shark won 
four stakes and seven of 18 
starts overall—all in wire-to- 
wire fashion. He established 
the two-furlong record in the 
Rocket Man Stakes at Calder 
Race Course on July 13, 2002, 
winning in :20.81 even though 
he was bumped at the break 
and hand-ridden to a four- 
length victory by jockey Ramon 
Dominguez. 

Baby Shark spent six 
hours in a van traveling to 
Mountaineer Park for the West 
Virginia Legislature Chairman’s 
Cup Handicap on August 9, 
2003; he took all of :50.28 
seconds to break the four and a 
half-furlong track record there. 

“Baby Shark was amazing¬ 
ly fast,” said Feliciano. “You 
couldn’t explain how quick he 
was. You couldn’t take hold of 
him.” 


But he might not have 
been any faster than Elaine 
Bassford’s Ameri Brilliance, 
who blazed four furlongs in 
what is believed to be world- 
record time of :43.76 atTimon- 
ium on August 23, 2003. Ameri 
Brilliance is 10-for-33 lifetime 
and has earned more than 
$300,000 despite a recurring 
habit of getting out on the 
turns. 

Crossing Point and Sassy 
Hound are the two leading 
money-earners in Feliciano’s 
barn, with more than a half¬ 
million dollar bankroll each. 

Crossing Point broke the five 
and a half-furlong main track 
record at Laurel on November 

I, 2002 (1:02.45) and the five- 
furlong record (: 56.71) at 
Pimlico on September 14,2003. 
He was claimed for $20,000 
after owners Fred Heyman 
and Nancy Clark passed on 
the horse they were looking 
to claim in the race before. 
Feliciano watched as Crossing 
Point was saddled on the race 
track and said he dropped the 
claim seconds before the claim 
box closed. 

Sassy Hound has not bro¬ 
ken any track records, but he 
won stakes at four tracks for 
owner Toby Roth, placed in 
three graded stakes, including 
a third in the Grade 1 Frank 

J. De Francis Memorial Dash, 
and made national head¬ 
lines with a win in the 2001 
Claiming Crown Rapid Transit 
at Canterbury Park. 

“It was very exciting to be 
around Sassy Hound,” said 
Feliciano. “To travel around, 
to be interviewed on TV and 
to appear on the front page of 
Daily Racing Form was neat. You 
come here [to the barn] every 
day and to be rewarded like that 
makes it all worthwhile.” 

Feliciano is quick to give 
credit to his help—assistant 
Nick Capuano, grooms Juan 
Rodriguez-Sanchez, Eduardo 
Arias, Sal Martinez, Jose 
Magana, Vincente Magana and 
exercise riders Frank Samuell

and Wendy Feliciano—for the 
stable’s continued success. 

But the training regimen 
Feliciano prescribes for the 
horses defies traditional think¬ 
ing. “I don’t work them hard,” 
he said. “I want their legs to feel 
good. I want them to become 
sounder. I want them to be 
fresh. Sometimes I don’t even 
gallop them between starts.” 

“He just winds them up 
and—whoooosh!—there they 
go,” said trainer Michael Trom- 
betta. 

Heads turned during Preak- 
ness Week 2004 when Feliciano 
pulled off what is perhaps his 
greatest training feat. At a party 
to start the week’s festivities, 
Feliciano was asked which of 
his horses would run the best. 
Before he could answer, his 
wife Wendy’s eyes lit up as she 
replied: “Nortouch.” 

“Nortouch?” someone 
asked. “You must be joking.” 

Esther Cassidy’s Nortouch 
was l-for-16 lifetime and win¬ 


less for 18 months following 
his maiden-breaking score. He 
was making his first start for 
Feliciano in a five-furlong turf 
allowance off a five-month 
rest. He won by six and a quar¬ 
ter lengths at 15-1 odds and 
finished in :56.03 to break a 
record that—you guessed it— 
was held by Splendeed, another 
Feliciano-trained runner. 

Nortouch’s record was 
short-lived, broken two races 
later on the same card, but 
his performance left a lasting 
impression on the national 
media in attendance. 

“I was beaten in the last leg 
of a pick four by Nortouch 
who, despite uninspiring form 
and recent inactivity, looked 
like he could have run through 
a brick wall,” Daily Racing Form 
national handicapper Mike 
Watchmaker wrote in a col¬ 
umn. “After what I saw, I don’t 
need to know anything except 
which way the betting windows 
are.” 0

FIRST STAKES WINNER 
FOR UNBRIDLED JET 



J et Set Citi, a 3-year-old 
filly from the first crop of 
Unbridled Jet, was lacking 
in experience, but made up for 
it with grit and determination 
when taking the Smart Halo 
Stakes at Laurel Park on April 
2. The dark bay filly became the 
first stakes winner for her sire, 
who stands at Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air, Md. 

In only her second career 
start for owner/breeder and 
Pro Football Hall of Famer 
Sam Huff and trainer Hamilton 
Smith, Jet Set Citi tackled a field 
of five much more seasoned 
runners and came away with a 
nose victory in the six-furlong 
stakes run over a sloppy track. 
Taken seven-wide entering the 
stretch, Jet Set Citi dueled with 
pacesetter Missile Bay, then 
overcame a bumping incident 
with that rival within sight of 
the wire. 

The betting public had 
placed its faith in Jet Set Citi, 


sending her off as the favorite 
after an impressive maiden win 
three weeks earlier at the same 
track going the same distance. 

The Virginia-bred filly is out 
of Talk of the Citi, who is by 
long-successful Country Life 
sire Citidancer. Huff purchased 
Talk of the Citi for $24,000, in 
foal to another Country Life 
stallion, Allen's Prospect, at the 
2001 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
Winter Mixed sale. Jet Set Citi 
is the second foal Huff bred 
from the mare. 

Huff has had his faith 
rewarded in Unbridled Jet, a 
graded stakes-placed son of 
classic winner Unbridled. Huff 
purchased a share in the stal¬ 
lion when he entered stud, not¬ 
ing, “I had great expectations 
for him from the beginning.” 

Unbridled Jet entered stud 
in 2001 after proving his talent 
in 13 career starts from 2 to 4. 
He earned $255,364. 


The winner of a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight at Monmouth Park 
at 2, Unbridled Jet faced classic 
runners during his 3-year-old 
campaign, and nearly pulled 
off a spectacular upset in the 
Grade 1 Haskell Invitational 
Handicap at Monmouth, fin¬ 
ishing fourth, a length and a 
half behind Kentucky Derby/ 
Preakness runner-up Menifee, 
after being blocked in the 
stretch. 

Unbridled Jet missed by 
a nose in the Meadowlands's 
Grade 2 Pegasus Handicap, 
which was run in track record

LORD CONCORDE 
GETS FIRST HIT 


T he first winner for the 
Maryland stallion Lord 
Concorde came on April 
15 when his 3-year-old gelded 
son Sosa captured a five and 
a half-furlong maiden race at 
Laurel Park as the 4-5 favorite. 

Never off the board in 
his first three starts, Sosa had 
missed by a nose in his previ¬ 
ous outing 13 days earlier. For 
his maiden victory, he took the 
lead at the top of the stretch 
and held on for a one-length 


score for owner/breeder Mrs. 
J.WY. (Glennie) Martin Jr. and 
trainer James Murphy. 

Out of the Slew o' Gold 
mare Swirl of Gold, Sosa is the 
only registered Thoroughbred 
from the third crop of Lord 
Concorde. The stallion has six 
foals in his first two crops—his 
only other starter is the placed 
runner Landing. 

Lord Concorde is also a 
Martin homebred, and stands 
at the Martins' Worthington 


Farms in Glyndon, Md. The 
dark bay stallion has strong ties 
to the farm's two long-estab¬ 
lished sires (now deceased), as 
he is a son of Lord Gaylord and 
out of a full sister to Northern 
Raja. 

Lord Concorde is one of 
10 winners from 11 foals for 
his dam Raja’s Venus (Raja 
Baba—North of Venus, by 
Northern Dancer). The 15- 
year-old stallion's full sister, 
Lady Beaumont, captured the 
Maryland Million Lassie and 
placed in three stakes, earning 
$104,285. She is the dam of 
stakes winner First Arrival, an 
earner of $225,140. 

Lord Concorde is also a 
full brother to Venus Genus 


($328,272, 3rd Bay Meadow 
Express H) and North Lord 
($121,764, 2nd Maryland 
Million Turf S). Another of 
Raja's Venus's Lord Gaylord 
daughters, Fly to Venus, is 
the dam of Tim's Crossing 
($123,910, Goss L. Stryker S, 
etc.) and granddam of Mystic 
Notion ($144,280, 2nd Nellie 
Morse S). High-percentage 
West Virginia stakes sire Lord 
Parham is also by Lord Gaylord 
out of the mare. 

The family of Lord Con¬ 
corde includes champion 
sprinter Housebuster and 
Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash-Gl winner A Huevo.

CLAIMING VETERAN 
PROCREATE BLAZES TO 
WORLD RECORD 


T he 7-year-old gelding Pro¬ 
create made his stakes 
debut a memorable one 
by setting a new world record 
for five furlongs on the turf 
in Gulfs tre am Park’s Yankee 
Affair Handicap on April 9. His 
final time was :53.79—taking 
more than three-fifths off the 
world record and bettering the 
Gulfstream Park course record 
by more than a second. 

A Maryland-bred son of 
Mt. Livermore and the first 
foal out of the stakes-winning 
mare Broad Smile (by Broad 
Brush), Procreate had been 
pounding out a decent career in 
starter allowances and claiming 
races since breaking his maiden 
in special weight company at 
Pimlico in May 2001. 

He eventually dropped 
through the claiming ranks, 
running for as little $2,500, the 
price at which he was claimed 
from his breeder, Robert E. 
Meyerhoff, at Charles Town in 
October 2002. 

A fixture at Charles Town 
and Penn National for more 
than a year, Procreate was 
haltered by his current own¬ 


ers, Tom McClay and Harry 
Nye, in a shake for $7,500 at 
Charles Town in April 2003. 
Turned over to trainer John 
Zimmerman last August, Pro¬ 
create has finished third or bet¬ 
ter in eight of his last nine 
starts, but took a big leap in 
class for the Yankee Affair. 

Facing eight rivals, including 
even-money choice Choose, 
Procreate dominated the Yan¬ 
kee Affair. Sent off at 16-1, 
the gray was immediately sent 
to the lead by Eddie King Jr., 
opened up five lengths while 
posting fractions of :20.97 and 
:42.51, and strolled home with¬ 
out anyone gaining ground. It 
was the gelding’s third wire-to- 
wire victory in three starts this 
season, and boosted his career 
totals to 11 wins from 44 starts, 
with five seconds and six thirds, 
and earnings of $200,639. 

Procreate is the second 
stakes winner to represent the 
Meyerhoff-bred Broad Smile 
in the past four months. The 
now 4-year-old filly Perilous 
Night (by Coronado’s Quest) 
won the Squan Song Stakes at 
Pimlico in late December for 
Meyerhoff. 



Broad Smile was one of the 
stars from Meyerhoff’s arsenal 
of stakes performers during the 
mid-1990s, when she earned 
$405,285 over three seasons 
while winning or placing in 19 
stakes, including the Grade 3 
Columbia Stakes.

I The infamous Codex/ 
Genuine Risk battle was 
fought at Pimlico—once on 
the race track, and soon after 
in a grueling three-day hearing 
before the Maryland Racing 
Commission. 

Genuine Risk, the first filly 
in 65 years to win the Kentucky 
Derby, was outfinished in the 
Preakness after being carried 
wide at the quarter pole by 
Codex and his zealous rider 
Angel Cordero Jr. Whether 
actual contact occurred was a 
matter of dispute. 

After considering a claim 
of foul by Genuine Risk’s 
rider, Jacinto Vasquez, the 
stewards made the result offi¬ 
cial. Genuine Risk’s owners 
Bertram and Diana Firestone 


then took their case to the 
Commission—which ulti¬ 
mately voted 3-1 to uphold the 
stewards’ decision. 

Maryland Horse editor Snow¬ 
den Carter described the Com¬ 
mission hearing as an “absurd 
media event, the likes of which 
had never before been encoun¬ 
tered in Maryland.” 

Although Carter believed 
that Codex should have been 


disqualified, it was also his 
opinion that the Commission 
acted properly in not revers¬ 
ing the stewards’ decision. “To 
have disqualified Codex 11 days 
after the race would have been 
an insufferable affront to the 
competence of [the stewards],” 
wrote Carter. 

I “Lightning flashed, the earth 
opened, and the final bastion 
of masculine pride fell,” wrote 


Maryland Horse contributor 
Nancy Boyce. “For the first 
time since it was started in 
1894, the Maryland Hunt Cup 
was won by a young woman, 
and, furthermore, she was 
from Pennsylvania.” 

Joy Slater won the Hunt 
Cup aboard Cancottage one 
year after the race was opened 
to women. (Kathy Kusner 
competed in 1971, after win¬ 
ning a court ruling, but the 
committees of the My Lady’s 
Manor, Grand National and 
Hunt Cup subsequently decid¬ 
ed not to accept any more 
female riders; not until 1979 
was the decision reversed.) 

The 1980 Hunt Cup vic¬ 
tory was an all-female pro¬ 
duction—as Cancottage was 
owned by Slater’s grandmoth¬ 
er, Mrs. Miles Valentine, and 
trained by her mother, Jill 
Fanning.

I Mid-Atlantic-breds topped 
both divisions of the National 
Thoroughbred Poll, as of early 
April. 

Voted the overall best horse 
in the country was Cigar, the 
5-year-old Maryland-bred 
undefeated in his three 1995 
starts to date, including back- 
to-back victories in two Grade 
1 stakes—the Donn and Gulf- 
stream Park Handicaps—for 
owner/breeder Allen Paulson. 

Afternoon Deelites, West 
Virginia-bred son of then 
Maryland stallion Private 
Terms, was the overwhelming 
choice among 3-year-olds. 
With two victories in his first 
two 1995 outings, Burt 
Bacharach’s homebred took 
tide to the San Vicente 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 and 
San Felipe Stakes-G2 and 
established himself as the early 
Derby favorite. 

Maryland-bred Concern, 
campaigned by breeder Robert 


E. Meyerhoff, ranked third in 
the poll led by Cigar. 

I Delaware Park’s business 
took an upward swing, in antic¬ 
ipation of slots. With the first 
machines scheduled to begin 
operation in August, other 
tracks were gladly entering into 
simulcast arrangements with 
Delaware Park. “A lot of other 
tracks had been waiting for us 
to go out of business,” said 
Delaware president William M. 
Rickman Jr. “Suddenly, they’re 
aware that we’re not going any¬ 
where but up.” 

I Live racing returned to 
Charles Town in mid-March, 
after a three-month hiatus. 
Charles Town’s owners had 
opted to close the facility after 
video lottery wagering was 
defeated in a November 1994 
referendum, but reconsidered 
when the West Virginia Racing 
Commission approved various 
cost-cutting measures. 

(Editor's note: A new era began in 
1996 when Charles Town was sold 
to Penn National Gaming Inc.)

I Nashua set a new track 
record (1:54%) in winning the 
79th running of the Preakness, 
but it was no cakewalk for the 
famed Belair Stud homebred 
who later would be named 
Horse of the Year. 

Fans were equally awed by 
the performance of runner- 
up Saratoga, a Virginia-bred 
owned by Marion duPont Scott 
and trained in Maryland by 
Frank A. Bonsai. Gunned to 
an early led by local rider Nick 
Shuk, Saratoga refused to give 
way when Nashua and Eddie 
Arcaro came after him going 
into the stretch turn. The two 
locked in battle through the 
stretch, and not until the final 
yards did Nashua begin to draw 
off. His margin of victory was 
a length. Third-place finisher 
Traffic Judge was seven lengths 
back. 

I Maryland-bred Gallorette 
was voted the greatest race 
mare of all time, in Delaware 
Park’s poll of members of the 


American Trainers’ Associa¬ 
tion. 

Gallorette (1942, *Challen- 
ger II—Gallette, by *Sir Gal- 
lahad III) was bred by Preston 
M. Burch, owned by William L. 
Brann and trained by Edward 
A. Christmas. Then the sec¬ 
ond-leading money-winning 
mare of all time, topped only 
by Bewitch, Gallorette amassed 
$445,535 with 21 wins in 72 
starts, and enhanced her status 
with victories against a num¬ 
ber of top-performing males, 
including Stymie, Pavot, First 
Fiddle, Polynesian, Rippey and 
Natchez. 

I Trainer Preston M. Burch, 
judge of the 1953 Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association’s 
Yearling Show, proved his 
eye for a horse in selecting 
as grand champion Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt’s filly by Dis¬ 
covery—Now and Again, by 
*Bahram. 

Described by Burch as 
“virtually without a single 
fault,” the champion—named 
Sometime Thing—lived up to 
expectations with an impres¬ 
sive victory in the Prioress 
Stakes at Jamaica race track.

On dirt, slop 
or turf, she won 26 races and 
hit the board in 33 stakes, in¬ 
cluding five Maryland Million 
placings. She made $749,891 
the hard way. 

It's no surprise when a run¬ 
ner like that becomes a foun¬ 
dation broodmare. 

But in the Quarter Horse 
business? 

Dr. Dan Lucas bought 
In the Curl when she was 9 
years old, after her 85th start. 
An emergency physician by 
profession, Lucas bred In the 
Curl to Smarten and raced 
the foal, Igofast—who earned 
more than $140,000 and was 
quick enough to compete 
against Quarter Horses going 
870 yards. After that, Lucas 
shifted In the Curl's gift to his 
burgeoning Quarter Horse 
business, where she has left an 
indelible mark. 

In 2004,12 years after In the 
Curl's final race, with seven or 
eight of her offspring serving 
his New Market, Md., opera¬ 
tion, Lucas topped all Quarter 
Horse breeders in the country. 


represented by the earners of 
$1,859,179. 

In the Curl died last year, 
at age 20, but her legacy lives 
at Lucas's Peace and Plenty 
Farm.

bred business. Lucas, wary 
of flooding the market, usu¬ 
ally bred three foals from In 
the Curl in a given year. Some 
years, her foals included both 
a Thoroughbred and a Quar¬ 
ter Horse. 

"In the Curl will be in the 
Hall of Fame one day. She 
had five stakes horses, but it's 
her daughters," Lucas said. 
"I knew I had some real good 


horses to cross. Lm sure there 
were people really angry at 
me for breeding Quarter Hors¬ 
es out of her but I didn't care, 
they could have bought her." 

Lucas dabbles in the Thor¬ 
oughbred side, breeding four 
or five a year because "Lm in 
Thoroughbred country," but 
it's the Quarter Horses who 
keep his blood pumping and 
his bank account tilling. A few 



years ago, Lucas retired and 
sold his health care manage¬ 
ment company, which gave 
him more time to devote to 
racing and breeding. He dove 
in. 

"This was for my mental 
health. I always kept the horse 
business real small. When I 
sold out my business, I real¬ 
ized I had learned a lot. I work 
as hard as I used to, but now 
I enjoy it," Lucas said. "I al¬ 
ways followed it, even during 
all those years. Then I decided 
to really expand the business. 
People didn't believe me at 
first, but they're all believers 
now." 

Lucas's 85-acre spread 
has anywhere from 40 to 60 
horses. Weanlings romp in 
one paddock, recipient mares 
(with the transfer embryos) 
and in-foal mares graze in the 
sun. The farm sits two miles 
off 1-70 on the eastern side of 
Frederick. The din of traffic 
noise can be heard only when 
walking down the long gravel 
driveway. 

Lucas, divorced a few years 
ago, lives in the old farmhouse 
near the bank barn that serves 
as the farm's headquarters. In 
any given year, 30 foals might 
be born on the farm. Five will 
be Thoroughbreds, 15 will be 
new mares carrying their own 
and 10 will be embryo transfer 
mares. 

"I can play at the high end 
in Quarter Horse racing. In 
Thoroughbred racing, if there 
are five levels. I'm at the sec¬ 
ond to the bottom and I'm 
scratching at the middle every 
once in a while. If you get on 


the top level, you got lucky," 
Lucas said as he spanned the 
farm on a sunny April morn¬ 
ing. 

"Quarter Horse racing isn't 
any different, it's just real fast. 
When you're running for 20 
seconds and the winner gets a 
million dollars, it's exciting." 

Especially when you've 
bred runners like Ocean Run¬ 
away and Cash For Kas. The 
dynamic duo, both 2004 cham¬ 
pions by the great sire First 
Down Dash, snagged Grade 1 
stakes at Los Alamitos on the 
same December weekend last 
year. 

Named champion 2-year- 
old and 2-year-old colt last 
year. Ocean Runaway, out of 
In the Curl's daughter Run¬ 
away Wave, pocketed over $1 
million in earnings in 2004 to 
lead all horses. The gray is the 
first American Quarter Horse 
to ever win two $1 million rac¬ 
es in the same year. 

Cash For Kas, the 2004 
champion 3-year-old filly, is 
out of Lucas's mare Fleur De 
Coup. The chestnut won the 
$500,000 Champion of Cham¬ 
pions to increase her earnings 
to $582,789. Last year, Lucas- 
bred runners made 123 starts 
to earn the leading breeder 
award. Vessels Stallion Farm 
in California, with 607 starts, 
followed Lucas and Edward 
Allred, with 784 starts, fin¬ 
ished third on the list. 

"They're good and they're 
hard to beat," Lucas said. 
"Last year I just got by them. 
None of them had the big one 
and I had a couple of really 
big ones; it was a really fun 







year. Quarter Horse racing has 
less up-front investment, less 
training investment, it's a shot 
at a lottery ticket." 

Lucas breeds to sell and 
race. Both of last year's cham¬ 
pions were sold as yearlings at 
the All American Select sale at 
Ruidoso. If the sales market is 
strong, he sells more than he 
keeps. If it tails off, he keeps 
more than he sells. He could 
have 10 horses in training or 
zero. 

"We have five races that 
are a million or over and you 
can run in all of them. There's 
some real money and it's less 
expensive. You know early if 
they're any good. The train¬ 
ing bills are in half," Lucas 
said. "My weanling group is 
the best group I've ever had. 
They're really good. I'm a fil¬ 
ly and mare kind of guy, and 
they're some real good fillies. 
I'll keep two or three fillies 
from each crop and put them 
in the broodmare band, that's 
the only way I'll expand my 
herd now. I've got some really 
nice fillies out there." 

Like any good horse breed¬ 
er, Lucas has his way of doing 
things. He's bred a lot of Thor¬ 
oughbred into his Quarter 
Horse string, which had some 
people rolling their eyes—un¬ 
til his horses started winning. 

Lucas wants horses with 
a strong body and a strong 
mind, and believes Thorough¬ 
bred genes produce a sound 
horse who wants to win. The 
key is mixing enough Quarter 
Horse speed with just enough 
Thoroughbred brain and 
soundness. Do it right and 
you'll have a Quarter Horse 
champion. 

"The soundness and the 
will to win are so hard to find. 
I can breed the rest in," Lucas 
said. "When you breed Thor¬ 
oughbred into them, it's the 
one thing you lose, that quick¬ 
ness at the gate. You have to 
put the speed back into them. 
I want soundness and will to 
win first and conformation 
has to be real correct. Then 
you want speed." 

In Quarter Horse racing, 
the break means everything 
and pure speed reigns su¬ 
preme. The fastest Thorough¬ 
bred will spot a Quarter Horse 


two lengths at the break—ev¬ 
ery time. Expertise can be sep¬ 
arated by 50 yards; a champi¬ 
on at 350 yards might be a dud 
at 400. 

"All Quarter Horses have 
Thoroughbred blood in them. 
I've seen them 31/32nds 
Thoroughbred, but it's selec¬ 
tive Thoroughbred," Lucas 
said. "Great Quarter Horses 
have another gear and I have 
to breed that quickness back 
in. You want them lightning 
quick." 

Lucas stands out as one of 
the few Quarter Horse guys 
in the East. The sport thrives 
in the West and is virtually 
dormant this side of the Mis¬ 
sissippi River. Los Alamitos 
in California and Ruidoso and 
Sunland in New Mexico host 
Quarter Horse racing just as 
Laurel, Gulfstream and Bel¬ 
mont Park put on Thorough¬ 
bred racing. As for Quarter 
Horses in Maryland, sure 
there are some lead ponies and 
some cutting horses, but Lu¬ 
cas definitely carries the flag. 
That's OK with him. He's hap¬ 
py doing his own thing, rais¬ 
ing a few Thoroughbreds for 
action and raising a brigade of 
Quarter Horses for business. 

"I like it here, this coun¬ 
tryside raises a great horse," 
Lucas said. "All I have to deal 
with is a little more transpor¬ 
tation. I thought about trying

to find a nice irrigated piece 
of land in California, but you 
have to be one of the sheikhs 
to afford that. Besides, Mary¬ 
land is a good place to raise 
horses, running up and down 
these hills." 

Whether it's the hills, 
Lucas, In the Curl or pure 
luck, runners are flying out 
of Peace and Plenty Farm. It 
took Ocean Runaway : 19.409 
to sprint the 400 yards of the 
Los Alamitos Million Futu¬ 
rity and go over the $1 million 
earnings mark. It takes less 
time for Lucas' eyes to light 
up when talking about his op¬ 
eration. 

"When I started doing 
this, lo and behold, my mares 


threw runners. I thought, 
'Huh, maybe I got something 
here.' Then I got to know all 
those guys and I figured out 
I really knew as much as they 
did if not more," Lucas said. 

"They had been stuck in 
conventional wisdom forever. 
None of them knew a thing 
about the Thoroughbred 
business. I had this broad 
knowledge. East and West, 
Thoroughbreds and Quar¬ 
ter Horses. I had just come to 
some conclusions that they 
had never thought of and I 
used that to leapfrog over 
most of them." 

Over them, and In the 
Curl. ^

T he Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of 
Newjersey named Leo S. Nechamkin II’s 
Gators N Bears New Jersey’s horse of the 
year for the second consecutive season for 

2004. 

Bred by Robert W. Camac and trained by 
Nechamkin, Gators N Bears also garnered repeat 
honors as champion sprinter, as well as being named 
champion handicap horse. 

A son of Stormy Atlantic, Gators N Bears 
competed exclusively in stakes company last year at 
4, winning three of eight starts—Pimlico’s $200,000 


Maryland Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3, Suffolk 
Downs’s $200,000 James B. Moseley Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap, and the Hoover Stakes at Laurel Park. 

During his career, Gators N Bears has won 10 of 
27 career starts and has earned more than $698,000. 

Dr. Phillip J. Torsney’s homebred 
I’mtoogoodtobetrue (Good and Tough—Foolish 
Kisses, by Cannonade) is the champion 2-year-old 
filly based on victories in two of her three starts, 
including the fillies division of the Newjersey 
Futurity.

Park Avenue Ball was named champion 2-year- 
old colt or gelding after winning three of his five 
starts, including the Futurity Stakes-G2 at Belmont 
Park. Park Avenue Ball (Citidancer—Road to the Ball, 
by Cahill Road), who banked $278,600 in 2004, was 
bred by C.J. Hesse Inc. and is owned by the Char-Mari 
Stable of Charles Hesse and his wife, Marianne. 

Saltwater Runner, owned by Lewis G. Lakin, 
is the champion 3-year-old filly. She scored stakes 
wins in the Dixie Belle Stakes at Oaklawn and the 
Goldfinch Stakes at Prairie Meadows. The Salt Lake 
filly was bred by James Scatuorchio. 

War’s Prospect was named champion 3-year- 
old colt or gelding after capturing three of his nine 
starts, including victories in Monmouth’s Rumson 
and Pappa Riccio Stakes. Bred by John R Perrotta 
and owned by W.A.R Stable, War’s Prospect (Lion 
Cavern—Icy Reality, by Proper Reality) has earned 
more than $212,000 in his career. 

New Jersey’s handicap mare of the year is Uphill 
Skier (2000, Appealing Skier—Resilient Kris, by 
Kris S.). Uphill Skier captured the Spruce Fir and 
Jersey Girl Handicaps at Monmouth Park, carrying 
high weight in both races. The New Farm homebred 
has won seven of 15 career starts with earnings of 
$265,250. 

American Freedom earned his third consecutive 
turf division championship while winning the 
$ 100,000 Jersey Breeders’ Turf High weight Handicap 
and placing in two added-money events, including 
the Grade 3 Red Bank Handicap. A winner of nine 
career races, American Freedom (1998, Marquetry- 
Got a Cold, by Drone) was bred by Dr. Y.J. 

Kolybabiuk and is owned by Kolybabiuk’s Freedom 
Acres Inc. 

I’ll Be Along, a 14-year-old daughter of 
Notebook—Glide Along, by Great Above, received the 
TBANJ’s Broodmare of the Year award.

The partnership of Brereton C. Jones, Starlight 
Stables and White Fox Farms currently owns the 
broodmare honoree. To date, Fll Be Along has 
produced eight foals of racing age, including her 
current 2-year-old Sir Skipalong (by Skip Away). Five 
have raced, all have won, and two have proven to be 
of stakes caliber. 

Fll Be Along’s best offspring is Gators N Bears. 
Other top foals include the 2004 stakes-placed 
juvenile filly Dressed for Succes; Jolie’s Dream, an 
earner of $ 114,243; and New Castle Lady, who has 
earned more than $124,000. 

Northern Idol was named stallion of the year 
for the fourth consecutive season and fifth time in 
his career. Although he died in 1999 at the age of 13, 
Northern Idol made a strong and lasting impression 
on the New Jersey breeding scene. 

A chestnut son of Northrop—La Soufriere, by 
Explodent, Northern Idol was represented by five 
stakes winners in 2004. 

Northern Idol stood at Carolyn and Gerald 
SleeteFs Sleeter Farm in Clementon until his death. 
From eight crops, Northern Idol is represented 
by 117 foals, most of whom are New Jersey-breds. 
Through April 14, his progeny have made 1,785 
starts, winning 271 races and registering a win ratio 
of 15 percent. 

His lifetime progeny earnings total more than 
$6.5 million, and his average earnings per starter 
is $69,344. Northern IdoFs top earner in 2004 was 
Totally Precious, a 5-year-old mare who won three of 
her 11 starts, including the Eleven North Handicap, 
and earned $155,620. Northern Idol has 11 stakes 
winners, including multiple stakes winner and three¬ 
time New Jersey-bred champion Eleven North, who 
earned $459,755.

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NTRA Legislative Update 

2005 TAX BENEFITS FOR HORSE OWNERS 


The NTRA seeks to pass new federal legislation to increase the tax 
benefits of race horse ownership. 

The proposed legislation will enable owners to depreciate their 
race horses over a three-year period, regardless of the horse’s age at 
the time it is placed in service. Under current law, horses more than 
24 months old when placed in service as a race horse are depreciated as 
“three-year property.’’ Horses placed in service at age 24 months or 
older are depreciated as “seven-year property.” 

Since race horses are traditionally considered to be placed in service at 
the time training begins, consignors of 2-year-olds could gain an 
increased deduction for depreciation. 

The legislation will be introduced during the current legislative 
session, with the goal of attaching the bill to “must-pass” tax 
legislation. 

NTRA members can help secure passage of this provision by contributing 
to the Legislative Action Campaign or the NTRA’s Horse PAC. The 
Legislative Action Campaign supports federal lobbying needed to secure 
new legislation. Horse PAC makes contributions to federal candidates who 
favor tax reductions for horse owners and breeders.

Popular victories in the Kentucky Derby and Preakness Stakes lost 
none of their luster with his narrow and controversial defeat in the Belmont Stakes. Smarty Jones and 
those around him did Pennsylvania and themselves proud, with as classy a campaign as has yet to be wit¬ 
nessed.

First or second in seven of eight starts in 
2004, Presidentialaffair set a new track record at Monmouth in the Skip Away Stakes, romped in the Salva¬ 
tor Mile-G3 there, finished second to Horse of the Year Ghostzapper in the Grade 3 Philip H. Iselin Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Handicap, then posted a dominating win in the $200,000 Maryland Million Classic. For his efforts, 
he earned $285,040, and his lifetime bankroll stands just short of half a million dollars.

_2005 at the SCTOBA’s April 
1 board meeting held at the 
National Steeplechase Museum in 
Camden. 

State Representative Laurie Slade 
Funderburk from Kershaw County, 
John Carmichael, director of tourism 
for Kershaw County Chamber of 
Commerce and Hope Cooper of 
the National Steeplechase Museum 
attended the meeting as special guests. 

The board established the 
Residency Races at Philadelphia Park 
on November 5 as the top priority for 
the year.

SCTOBA decided to have 
regional meetings in the state and 
invite associations from bordering 
states to participate.

ig Rut, the most accomplished 
runner ever bred in South 
Carolina, died on February 7, at 
the age of 12, from natural causes. 

Bred by O.H. Wienges, who sold 
him privately as a 2-year-old, the son 
of Kokand raced until he was 10. 

He started in 91 races, won or 
placed in 14 stakes and amassed career 
earnings of $570,487. 

The chestnut gelding with the 
handsome white stripe also touched 
the hearts of those around him. His 


former exercise rider Connie Warner, 
who had galloped him for five years, 
kept tabs on him. When he retired 
after his last race, a $3,500 claiming 
event at Charles Town, she asked his 
former trainer Hamilton Smith and 
former owner James W. Peters Jr. to 
buy him for $2,500. They were happy 
to do so. Big Rut was then retired to 
a farm in Westminster, Md., where 
he lived a low-key life with three 
pasturemates.

Bred in Virginia by Bertram 
and Diana Firestone and cam¬ 
paigned by the Firestones, General 
Assembly won seven of 17 career 


starts and earned $463,245. He 
won five stakes in his career, 
including a 15-length romp in the 
one and a quarter-mile Travers 
Stakes-G1 in a record 2:00 that 
still stands today.

Enjoy fun, sun and the excitement of racing 
at Colonial Downs, which opens June 17 


T his year’s Colonial Downs meet, scheduled June 17 
to August 9, will offer many added attractions for 
fans and horsemen. In addition to the usual roster of rac¬ 
ing, concerts and events, the meet will feature the new 
$5-million Grand Slam of Grass, increased daily purses, 
expanded seating in the grandstand and improvements 
on the backstretch.

Stakes-Gl at Arlington on August 13, both at a mile 
and a quarter for 3-year-olds; and the mile and a half 
Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl at Belmont Park on October 29, 
for 3-year-olds and up. A bonus of up to $3 million will 
be added to the winner’s purse earnings to achieve a total 
of $5 million. The Grand Slam of Grass is sponsored by 
Jacobs Entertainment. 

Stakes races are not the only ones expanding this year, 
as there will be an all-time high of 40 days of racing with 
average daily purses of $212,500. Fans will have more 
room to enjoy all the races this summer, thanks to an 
additional 4,000 temporary seats under a tent and 500 
closer to the rail. To accommodate racegoers, the parking 
lot will have 3,100 additional spaces. 


Keeping cool 

On the backstretch, the receiving barn will feel less 
like an oven with the installation of a new ventilation 
system that exchanges the total air volume of the build¬ 
ing every six minutes. This is an improvement that will be 
appreciated by the horses as well as the horsemen. New 
trees also will be planted around the barns for added 
shade. 

Improvements 

A new dorm will be added to reduce the need for 
temporary trailers to house backstretch workers, and the 
new HBPA building is expected to be finished in June. 
In addition to a permanent home, the HBPA this year 
will have a full-time executive director in residence for 
the meet. Former HBPA vice-president Frank Petramalo 
Jr. will fill this position, helping to supervise and organize 
HBPA activities and outreach. 

Education 

Colonial once again will offer an internship program 
through Kids to the Cup, allowing teens an opportunity 
for hands-on experience in the racing business. Also, a 
variety of Groom Elite courses will be held, along with 
seminars and clinics with experienced horsemen still to 
be announced. 

As Colonial Downs continues to grow and improve 
every year, the racing and the total experience get better 
and better. We hope to see you there!

P atience is a virtue that is high 
on their list of priorities and 
never underestimated by 
Funkhouser family's O'Sullivan 
Farms and trainer George Yetsook. 

On April 6, they practiced what 
they preach with the professional 
debut of their 3-year-old homebred 

Raggedy Andy. 

The rangy son of the late Eastover 
Court did the expected, winning a 
four and a half-furlong contest in 
convincing fashion. Breaking slowly 
from his inside post position under 
jockey Larry Reynolds, the dark bay 
gelding, once clear, wasted little 
time in prompting the early pace. 
Confidently handled while racing 
abreast of leader Rolickandroll into 
the stretch, he quickly answered all 
questions as to his ability. 

Raggedy Andy's pedigree 
suggests both stamina and class. His 
dam, Ani's Ani, a full sister to stakes 
winners Earth Power and Ashby Inn, 
was sired by deceased West Virginia 
stallion Feel the Power, who was a 
son of Raise a Native and champion 
Davona Dale. Eastover Court, by 
Triple Crown champion Seattle 
Slew out of champion juvenile filly 


Heavenly Cause, was a versatile 
stallion whose progeny inherited 
proven ability at various distances. 

Two nights later, another well-bred 
youngster came out running in her 
initial start. Prospector Model, a 3- 
year-old filly by Running Stag, made 
short work of her opposition in the 
$19,000 six and one-half-furlong 
maiden venture. After sporting 
a series of modest workouts, the 
chestnut handily accounted for the 
win under Natasha Bracaloni. 

The West Virginia-bred is owned 
by Taylor Mountain Farms and 
trained by James W. Casey. 

Running Stag stands at Adena 
Springs South in Ocala, Fla.dor $7,500. 
The son of Cozzene was Florida's 
leading freshman sire of 2004. 

Prospector Model, out of 
Prospector's Bliss (a daughter of 
Personal Flag and multiple stakes 
winner Prospector's Fuel), is an 
intriguing prospect for the future. 

Though the careers of both these 
horses are just beginning, we may 
be witnessing a glimpse into this fall's 
West Virginia Breeders Classics.
